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It; IS si^mittcd tlint Hindns hn\ o Imtl, from very early times, 
R sort of Vtlhqe autonomy , but so far ns the State is concerned, 
Bliolonntli Chunder, in his Trateh of a Hindu, ]ustly says of tho 
Oiicntnl mmcl "It has never known nor attempted to know any 
othei form of Government but despotism I’olitics have never 
engaged the attention of the people of tho East ” A Hindu Raja 
regarded Ins kingdom ns his prn ato estate , tho revenues of winch 
ho might spend as he pleased Without trial, under tho influence 
of passion or caprice, ho could ordci a man to be beheaded or to 
bo trampled to death, by elephants 

All this continued for 3,000 years It is only within the 
present century that the British Government is getting tho sj stem 
abolished in Native States 

In India, however, as elsewhere, 

Tlic old order changctli, yielding place to new ” 

So far from politics not engaging tho attention of educated 
Hindus, the tendency is rathei to regard them as tho panacea for 
all tho evils under which the country suffers Longer exponenco 
will show the truth of tho remark 

“ How small, of all that Ininian hearts endnre. 

That part which laws or kings can ennse or enro ' 

Still to ourselves in every place consigned, 

Our own Iohcit> wo make, or Gnd ” 

It IS allowed, however, that Governments have considerable 
influence, and tho desire of every one should be to have them so 
conducted as to evert tho greatest amount of good 

It should bo borne in mind that no one foim of government is 
tho best for all countiics Mill says in his treatise on Represen- 
ialive Goicrnment — 

"Institutions need to ho radically different, according to 
the stage of advancement alieady i cached The recognition of 
this truth, though for tho most part empirically rather than 
philosophically, may be regarded as tbe main point of superiority 
in tbe political theories of tho present above those of tho last age , 
m which it was customary to claim leprcscntative democracy for

and pastoral nations are generally undei Chiefs The next kind of 
government more advanced is that of Ivinps When the King 
possesses unlimited power over his snb 3 ects, the government is 
called an Absolute Monaichif If his powci is limited, the 
government is teimed a Limtled Monarchy G-overnmenb bytho 
best men in a State is called A mfooccy. When theie is only a 
small number of rulers, the government is called an Oligarchy 
The form of Government m which the sovereignty of tlio State is 
vested in the people is called Demociacy A foim of Goveinraent 
without a monaich in which the supreme power is vested in repre- 
sentatives elected by the people, is called a Republic A Republic 
may vary trora an oligaicby to a pine democracj'^ Tbo lattei is 
practicable only in very small states, so that itbasbeen siipeiseded 
by the representative system. Government may also bo mixed, 
combining monarchy, aristocracy, and democracy 

The Goveinmenta of some of the piincipal countries of the 
world will now be briefly described 

Government op Great Britain. 

The Government of Great Britain is mixed, combining, in 
some measure, the advantages of the three forms, albhongli it has 
the defects inseparable from all human institutions 

It IS a limited monarchy Pailiament, the governing body, is 
composed of the Soveieign, the Houses of Lords and Commons 
The Sovereign alone can summon or dissolve Pai linmenb Bills 
do not become Acts till they receive the royal assent. This is now 
never refused to bills which pass both Houses If declined, the 
answer given in French, introduced by the Normans, is that the King 
or Qneeu mil thtnh about it This right was last exeicised by 
Queen Anne in 1707. The Soveieign alone can declare war, but 
without money, which can be voted only by the House of Com- 
mons, it would be an empty threat 

The House of Commons consists of 670 members elected by the 
counties and towns, with a few representatives of the Universities. 
England and Wales have 495 merabeis, Scotland, 72, and Ireland, 
103 The great power of the House consists in its conti oiling 
public expenditure No taxes can bo levied without its consent, nor 
any public money spent without its sanction All bills affecting 
taxation must originate in the House of Commons. 
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The benches are in two long rows on either side of the chair 
to the bar, each divided in the middle by a narrow passage, called 
the gangwai/ The fiont bench to the right of the chair and above 
the gangway, called the Tieaitun/ Bench, is occupied by the leading 
members of the administration The other benches on the mini«stc- 
iial side are occupied by supporters of the Government The party 
not in power sit on the Oppoailton Benches, which are to the left of 
the chair Radical members, for the most part, sit below the 
gangway 

The Honse of Commons is presided over by a “ Speaker,” 
elected by the members The title is rather a misnomer, as he is 
prohibited from speaking unless in Committee, and his right then is 
seldom exercised He also never votes except when the numbers 
happen to be equal, when he gives the casting vote His chief 
duty IS to maintain order No member is allowed to mention another 
member by name, he must speak of him as the "hon member for 
so-and-so ” - AH remarks aie supposed to be addressed to the 
Speaker and not to the House Proceedings in the House of Lords 
are referred to as having transpired " in another place ” A member 
using unparliamentaiy language, as calling another a liar, is required 
to withdraw it or to be suspended The Sergeant-at-arms is leady 
to execute the orders of the Speaker. 

The bar at which witnesses are heard, is a railing which 
separates a space near the door from the body of the honse 

"With regard to a public bill, leave is first asked to bnng it m 
If given, the mover presents the bill, which is then read a first time 
and ordered to be printed • On a future day it is read a second time 
and discussed in Committee It is then reported with the amend- 
ments of Committee, and read a third time It is next taken to 
the House of Lords, where it goes through the same stagesi 

When it appears to the House that a subject has been ade- 
quately discussed, what is palled Closure of Debate is put in force 
Not less than a hundred members should vote in support of this 
course It is then moved that the question he now put, when it is 
decided without amendment or debate To avoid directly nega- 
tiving a bill, it is sometimes moved that it be read " this day six 
months,” when Parliament will not be sitting Or if the Honse is 
nuwilliug to come to a decision the previous question" may be 
moved, in which case other business will bo proceeded with 

Unless it be dissolved by the Crown, Parliament exists for 7 
years from the date on which it was first to meet , but new 
elections sometimes occur at a change of ministry or when an 
appeal is made to the country on some important question 

No member can simply resign his seat, but any one accepting 
a government office with a salary vacates his seat, and needs to be 
re elected. When a member wishes to resign, ho accept the 
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Stewardship of Hei Majesty’s Cliiltern Hundreds, and thus rids 
himself of bis duties 

The House of Lords is composed of the Lords Sptiilual and 
Tevipoml. The foiraei consist of the 2 A-rclihishops and 24 Bishops 
of the Chuichof England and the latter of Peeis of the Blood 
Royal, Dukes, Marquesses, Earls, Viscounts and Barons In 1894 
they numbered in all 57G 

The Lord Ohaucellor is Chan man of the House His seat is called 
the woolsack •*" His duties diffei widely fiom those exeicisod by the 
Speaker of the House of Commons He is not the judge of ques- 
tions of order, if two peoia use at once, the Horae decides which 
shall fiist be beard Hia chief duty is putting the question ” Ho 
is not debaried fiom taking pait in a debate. He has no casting 
vote, and speakers addiess the whole House 

The House of Lords generally consists of educated men who 
should be practised legislatoia They represent tho nobility, 
while the membei s of the House of Commons express rathoi the 
will of the people The great value of the House of Lords consists 
in its being a check upon hasty legislation The passage of bills 
thiough the House of Loids affords additional time for their con- 
sideration When the will of the people is unmistakably expiessed, 
the Lords yield 

The Royal Assent to Bills is always given in the House of 
Lords, and when the Queen opens Parliament, the membei s of the 
House of Commons aie summoned to the House of Lords 

The Ministry —When a Mimstiy resigns, the Sovereign 
usually selects the leader of the opposing party in one of the tw o 
Houses, who nominates his Cabinet, ho himself taking the first 
position as Prime Minister oi Premier. The Cabinet,” says Mr 
Gladstone, “ is the three fold hinge that connects together for action 
the Butish Constitution of Ktng oi Queen, Loids, and Commons. 
Every one of its members acts in thiee capacities , as administrator 
of a department of state, as member of a legislative chamber, and 
as a confidential adviser of the Crown ” 

The offices which always give the holder Cabinet rank, with 
their salai les, ai e given below First Loi d of the Treasui y, £5,000 , 
Loid Chancelloi, £10,000 , Lord President of the Council, £2,000, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, £5,000, the Secrotanes, Home, 
Foreign, Colonial, at War, and foi India, each £5,000, the Fust 
Loid of the Admiralty, £4,500 The Postmaster-General, tho Lord 
Privy Seal, and some othei officers may or not be in the Cabinet 
The Lord Chancelloi has tho highest salai y, because he must be 
a skilled lawyer who could make more by his piivate piactice 

The mmisters, in general, are wealthy men to whom the salary 
IS no great consideration Tho honour of office and its means of 
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benefiting tbe nations^ are tbe chief incentives It is often a strug- 
gle for power between the ‘'ms” and tbe “ onti ” 

Since 1880 there have been the following Ministries 
April 1880 to June 1885, Mr Gladstone’s 2nd Administration 
Tune 1885 to Jan 1886, Lord Salisbury’s 1st Administration Janu- 
ary — July 1886, Mr Gladstone’s 8rd Administration, August 
1886 to August 1892, Lord Salisbury’s 2nd Administration , 1892-94 
Ml Gladstone’s 4th Administration, 1894, Lord Eosebery’s 1st 
Administration 

During 15 years there have been 6 ministries Such rapid 
changes do not conduce to good Government Ministers have not 
time to learn their duties, especiaEy as they are not unfrequently 
removed from one office to another The administration is thus 
placed largely in the hands of the permanent clerks 

Political Parties — The two great parties in Britain, asm most 
countries, are the Inberala and Omiservativea, formerly called the 
IVhigs and the Toned Liberals advocate what they consider 
improvements in government. Conservatives seek to maintain what 
they regard as beneficial lu the old state of things To some 
extent both parties are useful The advantages and disadvantagos 
of any measure are fully stated, so that a better judgment can be 
formed with regard to its desirability 

Of late years the Liberals have been divided on the question 
of Home Kule for Ireland, of which Mr Gladstone is the great 
advocate The Gladstonian Liberals (marked G L after their 
names) urge that only in this Way can the peace of the country be 
secured Other Liberals object to it on the ground that it would 
endanger the Union Such are called Uhion-Inberalisis, and are 
marked U L 

Tbe Irish members in favour of Home Eule are divided into 
Pamellites and Anti-Pamellites The latter have the support of the 
Eiomau Gathohc Archbishops and Bishops 

The Radicals are a section of Liberals who go much farther m 
tbe changes they advocate, as the abolition of the House of Lords , 
some even wish a republic 

During the last few years eSorts have been made to form a 
Labour Party in the House of Commons The great aim is to shorten 
the hours of labour, and to raise the wages of the working classes 
Already several members have been elected, and as every labour- 
ing man has a vote, their number will considerably increase Some 
years ago Mr Lowe, sarcastically recommended that " our future 
masters should be induced to learn their letters ” 

The influence of the two great political parties chiefly affects 
home legislation It is felt that the foreign policy of tbe country 
must be continuous, and not depend upon a change of ministiy 
It has been said that the Conservatives are Liberals when they sit on 
the opposition benches, and mce versa 
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The United States or America 

Tlie United States of America, tlio largest lepnljlic in tlic 
wor’d, consist of 44 States, muted together for imperial pin poses, 
local administration being reserved to each Slate The e\ecutive is 
vested in the President, elected for 4 } ears by electors appointed by 
each separate State Undei liim tliei e .iie 8 ministers, bolding oflico 
at bis pleasure, tliougb confiuned by tbe Senate Congress is com- 
posed of a Senate and a House of Representatives. Tbe foimer 
consists of 88 members — two chosen by each legislature foi siv ycai ‘s, 
who conflim oi reject all appointments by the President The 
Senate also acts as a check upon Insty legislation Ibo House 
of Repiesentatives consists (18‘)J) of 35b members chosen cveiy 2 
years by all qualified male citizens, apportioned among the States 
according to the population One is allowed for every 150,000 
inhabitants Tbeie aie also Territories, not 3 et having a sufikient 
niimbei of inhabitants to foim a State These send lepieseutatives 
who may speak, but not vote 

The two great political pni ties in the United States .are the 
Repnlilicans and Peinocrats, foimerly mainly representing tbe 
Noitbern Fiee States and the Sontliein Slave States To maintain 
slavery, tbe latter, in 1801, attempted to secede from the Union , but 
aftei a bloody war, they weie compelled to yield, and slavery was 
abolished under President Lincoln Pres Trade versus Protection 
IS now the chief point of diffeienco between the two parties The 
Bopublicans advocate high duties in all at tides which can be 
pioduced in tbe States to encourage home manuf.actmcs , the 
Democrats wish low duties on ai tides necessary for the health 
and comfort of the people 

The principal silver mines in the woild are in the United 
States Their owneis form what is called the Sihenfe paity, 
whose object is to maintain the puce of silver It succeeded in 
passing what was called the Sherman Act, requiring Goverunient to 
purchase monthly 4,500,000 ounces of silver, -wliicli led to the 
accumulation of a vast amount of silver in the Treasury The Act 
was repealed in 1893 under President Cleveland 

In theory tho United States form of Government is excellent,., 
but in practice it is farfiom perfect The best men keep aloof ^ 
from politics to a large extent, and tbe elections are often con- 
trolled by liquor selleis The following remaiks of H Spencer 
apply, in some measuie, to the United States 

" While the outside form of free-government remains, there has 
grown lip withm it a reality which makes government not fiee 
The body of professional jioliticians enteiing public life to get 
incomes, organizing their forces and developing their tactics, have, 
111 fact, come to be a ruling class quite difioient fiom that which 
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tlie constifcnfcion intended to secure, and a class having interests 
by no means identical with public interests 

In the United States the system, called the “ Spoils of Office,” 
has been a great evil When a new political party attained 
powei, the occnpants of government offices, down to mere clerks, 
were dismissed to make way for the friends of those who had gained 
the ascendency Good men of both parties have sought to bring 
about a reform, and some progress has been made 

Feance 

For many centuries France was a monarchy Since 1792 it 
has been thrice a Republic, the form of Government at present 

France is governed by a President and a ITational Assembly 
The latter consists of two Houses The Chamber of Deputies is 
composed of 584 members, elected for 4 years by universal suffrage 
The Senate consists of 300 members, elected for 9 years, chosen 
by delegates of municipalities Both Houses can initiate laws, 
exoepting those relating to finance, which must first be presented in 
the Chamber of Deputies Deputies and Senators are both paid 
The President is elected by the two Houses united in Hational 
Assembly War can be declared by the President only with con- 
sent of the two Houses 

The three great political parties in France are the Republicans, 
the Socialist Radicals, and the Monarchists , — the first having a 
large majority At one time the Monarchists, advocating the res- 
toration of a branch of the royal family or a Bonapartist, were 
numerous, but they were divided among themselves, and are now 
comparatively few 

Socialists differ very much in their opinions They advocate 
the equal right of all to the enjoyment of the necessaries and 
comforts of life, and at the same time the equal dnty of all to 
labour Many of them would abolish private property, and have 
all land divided, and workmen employed by Government It is 
argued, on the other hand, that this would do more harm than 
good To gam private property is the great incentive to labour 

Some seek to gam their object by peaceful means , others 
would first destroy all existing political, social, and religions insti- 
tutions The latter are called Anarobiats, from a word meaning 
without government, or in Russia, Nihilists, from a word meamng 
nothing 

Anarchists are generally atheists, they would destroy all 
governments and abolish marriage To gain their end, they 
murder by dynamite, causing sometimes the death of people who 
have never injured them Explosive bombs have been thrown

It hfts beon said that tbou ob 3 ects aro " to live without working, 
and to kill without fighting ” They aie chiefly found in Fiance, 
Spain, and Italy Siuco the assassination of the French Piesi- 
dent, vigoious effoits have been made torcpiess anarchy. 

In desciibing paities in Continoutal Pailianionts, the terms 
centio, iiqlit and left aie often used In France tho Oentre denotes 
the meinbeis who support tho existing government They sit m 
the middle of the legislative chamber, opposite tho picsiding 
ollicei Tho Right denotes the cousei vatives oi monai chists who 
sit on the light hand of tho president, and tho Left, the lludicals or 
advanced lopublicans who sit on tho left. 

Germany. 

Tho Gorman Empire is composed of 2G States, with tho King 
of Prussia as hcioditaiy Empeior Legislative functions aio 
vested in tho Seiclistag, or Impetial Diet, and the Bnndcsrath, or 
Impeiial Council The foimer is composed of 307 mombcis, 
elected by umvoisal suffrage for tho term of 3 years Of theso 
Piussia elects 276, Bavaiia, 48, Saxony, 23, and the othei 
States fiom 1 to 17 according to their population Tho Btmdesralli 
consists of 58 delegates, appointed by tho Governments of the 
individual States for each session Its chief duty is to confirm 
tho measures of tho Reichstag, although it may also reject them 

In Geimany political parties are very much divided In 1893 
tho pi incijinl parties numbciod as follows Conti c, 96 membcis, 
Consei vativcs, 75, Social Dcniociats, 44, Radical Feoplc^s Raity, 
24 , Impcnahsh, 23 , Anti- Semites, 17. The last aio maiked by 
their opposition to tho Jews 


Russia. 

Russia is the only Chiistian country in tho world which re- 
mains a despotism The C/.ai calls himself Aidociat — as luling 
solely by his oivn powoi Horbeit Spencor chaiactoiiscs Russia as 
the ‘'gieat barbaiian empire ” 

Tho Czai, while retaining all power in his own hands, ontiusts 
tho administiation to 4 chief councils, known lespectively as tho 
Council of State, a consultative body, the Bnling Senate, tho high 
court of justice foi tho empiie, tho Holy Synod which supeiintonds 
religious matters, and the Committee of Mmisteis 

Theie is neither civil nor religious liberty There is a very 
strict censoi ship of the press Eveiy one is undei police super- 
vision No Russian is allowed to leave the Russian Church Some 
who have done so, called are persecuted with umolcnting 

seventy. The cruel treatment of the Jews has excited the indig- 
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nation of the civilised woild Bribery and dishonesty prevail to a 
great extent The Emperor Nicbolas once exclaimed in despair^ 
"My son and myself are the only peisons m this country who do 
not steal " 

Japan. 

This empire, adjacent to Ohina^ has had a remarkable hi'^tory 
For about 2 centuries foreign intercourse was strictly prohibited 
In 1854 the Americans gained admission, and other nations gra- 
dually obtained the same privilege Japanese students were sent 
to Europe and America to become acquainted with western science 
and civilization , Enropean and American professors and scientists 
were invited to Japan, and the country, guided by intelligent men, 
made a wonderful advance in civilization 

In 1889 representative government was conceded The 
Japanese Diet, then created, is composed of a House of Peers, 
variously elected, and a House of Bepresentatives, all elected 
in the proportion of about one member to 128,000 of the population 
Each member is paid 

The first House of Hepresentatives was dissolved on Christmas 
Day, 1891, on the ground of the obstructive policy of the opposi- 
tion A very keen struggle ensued, the elections being marked by 
scenes of the greatest violence The leading papers on all sides 
denounced members of the opposite parly in such terms as 
these — " rats, insects, flies only nt to swarm on a dunghill, pratt- 
ling fools and, worse still, conflicts between the various parties 
led to considerable loss of life * 

The course subsequently has by no means been smooth The 
5th Session of the Die twas also closed by dissolution Had the 
opposition succeeded, they would have undone much that has been 
accomplished by an enlightened and progressive Gkivemment, and 
set the country back 20 years The Japanese are not yet prepared 
for representative government 

Among Japanese statesmen Count Ito, the Prime Minister, may 
be specially mentioned He deserves separate notice, but details 
regarding him are not available 

India 

As already mentioned, both Hindu and Muhammadan rule m 
Tndia were pure despotisms During British rule there were 
Councils from the commencement who, to a greater or less extent, 
controlled the Governors Self-Government is practicable only 
among a people of some degree of intelligence The first step 
taken by the British Government to improve the administration 
was the establishment of colleges and schools In 1883, a Law

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Member was added to the Governor-G'eneral’s Council, who might 
not be a servant of the Company, and was entitled to be present 
only at meetings for making Laws and Begnlations The authority 
of Acts of Parliament was accoided to the Laws and Regulations so 
made, sub]ect to the disallowance of the Court of Directors 

Municipalities were established in India by Act XXVI of 1850, 
under the government of the Marquis of Dalhousie During Loid 
Ripon^s administration, 1881-84, larger powers of self-government 
were given to ruial and nrban boaids, and the elective principle 
leceived a wider application In 1889 there were 745 municipali- 
ties in India 

By the Indian Councils Act (1861) of Lord Canning, tho 
Governor-General’s Council as well as the Councils at Madras and 
Bombay was augmented by the addition of non-offioial members for 
legislative purposes In 1893, under Lord Lansdowne, the Coun- 
cils were further augmented, and the principle of election was 
introduced to some extent In 1894 the Governor-GeneraVs 
Council consisted of 24 members, of whom 7 were Indians 

The pace at which the British Government has moved in India 
may not satisfy Toung India,” for his driving is like that of 
“ Jehu the son of Nimshi, for he dnveth furiously ” Older and 
wiser heads are inclined to take a different view No man in his 
day was more respected by Indians in Madras than the late 
Hon J B Norton What was his opinion ? 

“ Events do not succeed each other in the history of a nation 
with the same rapidity as they crowd into the bfe of an individual 
“We have recently mtioduced very grave changes in India 
Oui pobcy IS to watch how they work, rather than to press for 
more innovations We must see that our present standing-ground 
IS safe before we attempt to advance further Our chief danger 
arises from a wish to go too fast, not too slow Patience, not 
precipitation, should be our watchword now.” Speeches, p 132. 

Requisites poe Good Government 

luadeQuacy of mete Forms.— Smiles says “ In all times men 
have been prone to believe that their happiness and well-being 
were to be secured by means of institutions rather than by their 
own conduct ” Herbert Spencer says “Forms of government are 
valuable only when they are products of national character No 
cunningly-devised political arrangements will of themselves do 
anything No amount of knowledge lespecting the uses of such 
arrangements will suffice ”* The lepublican form of government 
IS usually considered the highest, but what a melancholy specta- 
cle 13 preseuted by the South American Republics ^

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XTeed of Active Interest —As a rule, every thing good mnst 
bo adequately paid for Good government is impossible if mea- 
sures are not taken to secure it Sir George Clerk in 18G0, in a 
Minute on the Municipal Institutions in the Bombay Presidency, 
remarked , " When left to themselves the native members do 
nothing at all except, perhaps, providing for some of their needy 
lolatives Mill says " How can institutions provide a good muni- 
cipal administration, if there exists such indifference to the subject, 
that those who would administer honestly and capably cannot be 
induced to serve, and the duties are left to those who undertake 
them because they have some private interest to bo promoted ?”*• 

An Intelligent and Virtnons People — Mill, in Beprescntatiic 
Government, charaotenses this as the " first element of good govern- 
ment Demagogues, in all ages, have tried to make the people 
behove that the cure for all the evils under which they labour is to 
place them in power The burning words of Kingsley should be 
stamped on the memory of every educated Indian 

“ Foremost among them stands a law nhich I mnst mist on, boldly 
and perpetually, a law winch man has been trying in all ages, an non, to 
deny, or at least to ignore , thongh ho might have scon it, if ho had 
willed, working steadily in all times and nations And that is — that as 
the finit of nghtconsness is wealth and peace, strength and hononr, 
the fruit of unrighteousness is poverty and anarchy, weakness and 
shame It is an ancient doctrine and yet one over young ”t 

A strong Public Opinion condemning Vice — This, indeed, fol- 
lows as a corollary from the preceding, but it is mentioned separ- 
ately on account of the great want of it at present A Bombay 
vernacular paper, the Hitopadeshahj has the following remarks on 
this point 

•‘When wo reflect on the present condition of our society, wo simply feel 
quite hopeless of any good result in the near future, so long as our 
people do not feel a sort of righteous indignation against wickedness in 
all its foi ms, wherever it is seen in pnlntml buildings, or in squalid 
brothels There are not a few of our pnblic men that are to bo seen 
regularly paying thcir homage to the houses of ill fame without in ilio 
least suffering in the estimation of the public They move about in our

The Right Hok John CAstTBErtHAMiiTov Gorno^, 7t}i Eirl of 
Aberdeen, born in 1 847, is tbo grmdson of tbe EnrI of Aberdeen, 
wbo "wns Prime Minister dnring the Crimean War of 1854 He was 
educated nt St Andrew’s University, Scotland, and at University 
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College, Oxford, where he took hia degree of M A. m 1871. His 
elder brother abandoned his naihe and rank, and shipped himself 
as a common sailor When he was lost overboard in a voyage 
fiom America to Austialia, the present Earl succeeded him 
in 1870 He married a daughter of Lord Tweedmouth, who, 
as a girl of 1 1 first saw her future husband when, having lost his 
way among the hills, he sought shelter for himself and his pony at 
hei fathei’s Highland home in Invemess-shire He entered the 
House of Lords as a Conservative, but disagreeing with some of 
the principal measures of his party, he joined the Liberals For 5 
yeaia he acted as Loid High Commissionei to the Church of Scot- 
land, holding almost royal court at Holyrood In 1886 he was 
appointed by Mi Gladstone, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to carry 
out the Home Rule Policy of Government By his courteous con- 
ciliatory conduct and warm interest in the welfare of the people, he 
became exceedingly popular When, after the fall of the Gladstone 
Ministry, he had to leave Dublin there was regret such as had never 
been witnessed m Ireland during the present century In 1893 he 
was appomted by Mr Gladstone, Governor-General of Canada Ho 
statesman of modem times takes more interest in every philan- 
thropic and religious movement than the Earl of Aberdeen 

The Countess of Abeideen is equally estimable One of her 
daughters, about 13 years of age, edits a very popular magazine

This Hungarian statesman, born in 1 823, is tbe son of Count 
Gbarles Andrassy, noted as an industrial reformer In 1847 he 
represented his native town in the Hungaiian Diet He took part 
in the revolution of 1848, when an attempt was made to separate 
from Austiia After the defeat of the Hungarians, he was con- 
demned to death, but he sought refuge m France and England 
till the amnesty of 1857 In 1860 he was elected a member of 
the Diet, and he was a firm supportei of the compromise between 
Austria and Hungary in 1867 In 1871 he became Foreign 
Minister of Austria-Hungary, and he had a considerable shaie in 
promoting the alliance between Germany, Austria, and Italy He 
took a leading part in the negotiations connected with the Husso- 
Turkish War, and succeeded in obtaining for Austria the occnpa- 
tion of the provinces of Bosnia and Herzegovina In 1879, he 
resigned the position of Foreign Minister, and from that time till 
his death in 1890, aged 67, he did not take a prominent part in 
politics

Mr Joseph Arch, born an 1826, received little education 
Even as a cbild be bad to work in tbe fields, and be grow np nn 
agricultural labourer After his marriage, stimulated bj bis wife 
the daughter of a mechanic, be acquired some knowledge of logic, 
mensuration, and land survejuug He would sit np la'e at night, 
reading by the light of the kitchen fire For some years during his 
spare time, he was a lay preacher In 1872 the agnculturnl labourers 
in tbe midland counties of England agitated for bighei wages 
Arch was the leader of the movement, and was chosen the first 
President of the Agncultural Labourers’ Union After addressing 
a large number of meetings in England, be wont to Canada and the 
United States to make arrangements for emigration on a largo 
scale In 1885 be was elected M P for North-West Norfolk Ho 
lost bis seat in 1886, but was re-elected in 1893 To enable him to 
li\ e suitably in London, be receives £400 a year from tbe Laboui er-?’ 
Union With others, he represents tbe cause of labourers m 
Parliament 
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6 Thk Duke of Argyll, (U L ) 


His Grace Gforge BoggI/AS Oampbell, eiglith Dulce of Aigyll, 
■was born in 1823 While a young man as Marquis of Lome, he 
became known as an authoi, politician, and public speakei In the 
Church of Scotland ministers were formerly appointed chiefly by land- 
owners, called pations, without regaid to the wishes of the people 
This led to the succession, called the Fiee Church, to which Dr Duff 
of Calcutta belonged The Mai quis of Lome advocated theabolition 
of pationage — a measure ivhich was afterwaids adopted On his 
father’s death in 1847, he became Duke, and he has since taken 
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an active part in political hfe He lias been described as " "Whig 
by family, Liberal by intellect. Independent by nature, and Conser- 
vative by inclination ” 

In 1852 be accepted office in the Cabinet of tbe Earl of Aberdeen 
as Lord Privy Seal He retained tbe same position nnder Lord 
Palmerston, wbicb he afterwards excbanpfed for that of Postmaster- 
General In 1860 be was re-a|mointed Lord Privy Seal On the 
formation of Mr Gladstone’s Cabinet in 1868, he was appointed 
Secretary of State for India, whicb office be held till its downfall in 
IS?-! On Mr Gladstone’s retnrn to power in 1880, be was 
appointed Lord Pnvy Seal for tbe third time, bat bo resigned tbe 
following year on account of his differences with Mr Gladstone 
on tbe Irish question Since that time be has been one of the 
strongest opponents of Irish Home Buie

Mb Herbert Henet Asquith, born in 1852, was educated at 
Balhol College, Oxford, of which he was Craven Scholar and 
aftei wards Fellow He was called to the bar of Lincoln’s Inn in 
1876 

In 1886 he was elected as Liberal member for East Fife. His 
maiden speech in Parliament made a great impression, and it was 
followed by successes in the public platform and at the bar. He 
was engaged with Sir Charles Bussell on behalf of Mr Parnell at 
the Paiuell Commission He had the honour of moving the 
amendment to the Queen’s Speech which displaced Lord Salisrary’s 
Government in 1892 He was appointed Home Secretary in Mr 
Gladstone’s new Cabinet, of which he is considered one of the

Mr Arthur James Balfour, born m 1848, is a nepfaei% oE tho 
Maiqnis o£ Salisbuir His mother was Lord Salisbury’s sistei 
He was educated at Eton and Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
took his degree of M A in 1873 He entered Parliament as M P 
foi Hertford in 1874, which ho represented till 1885, when he was 
elected for East Manchester, for which he still sits Daring the 
critical period when the Berlin treaty was being negotiated in 
1878-80, he acted ns Private Secretary to Ins uncle in the Foreign 
Office In 1885 he became President of the Local Government 
Board in Lord Salisbury’s first administration The following year 
ho was appointed Chief Secretary for Ireland He introduced the 
Crimes Act, and by his firm and judicious administration did much 
to pacify the country He recen ed the honorary degree of LL D 
from Cambridge, and was elected Lord Bector of the Edinburgh 
Uuiveisity in 1891 On the death of Mr W H Smith, Mr Balfour 
succeeded him ns First Lord of tho Treasury and Leader of the 
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House of Commons — a position which he discharged with gieafc 
ability till the OonserFatives went out of office m 1892

tinguished himself as a writei as well as a speaker

Sir Charles Edward Bernard, of the Indian Civil Service, hold 
several offices, in Bengal The chief event in his career was the 
annexation of Upper Bui ma in 1 885, while he was Chief Commissioner 
of Lower Burma He is repoi ted to have been against the annexa- 
cion, but he used every efioit to make it as beneficial as possible to 
the people In 1886 he was cieated a Knight Commandei of 
the Star of India He is now Kevenue and Statistical Secretary in 
the India Office, London. Two sisteis of his aie engaged m 
mission woik m India 
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10 The Late Count Fbedekick Ferdinand Von Bedbt 

This eminent Austrian Statesman was born at Dresden in 
1809 He entered the Saxon Diplomatic service at an early age, 
and after holding several appointments was recalled to Dresden in 
1849 as Minister of Foreign Affairs In the war between Prussia 
and Austria in 1866, Saxony sided with the latter, and after the 
great Prussian victory at Sadona, Benst had to resign his office 
Shortly afterwards he was invited to Vienna by the Emperor 
Francis Joseph ns Minister of Foreign Affairs His wise and liberal 
administration contributed greatly to promote the prosperity of tho 
Empire Hungary was conciliated by the coronation of tho Emperor 
as King of Hungary m 1867 The Church was separated from tho 
State, and all forms of religion were considered equal in point of 
law, ci\il marriages were declared binding In 1870 he stroie to 
avert war between Prussia and Franco His efforts proi ing fruit- 
less, he maintained neutrality in tho struggle In 1871 he was 
sent ambassador to London, where he remained 7 years, and then 
proceeded to Pans He died in 1886, aged 77 
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11 Pbinob Otto Edwaed Leopold Yoh Bismabck 


Pbincb Bismaeck, tbe greatest of German statesmen, was born 
of an old family in Prussia in 1815 He led a wild youth, dniiug 
which he fought duels and studied at the University of Gottingen 
After spending some time in the aimy, he settled in the country, 
managing the family estates In 1846, when elected a memhei 
of the Piovincial Diet, he attracted attention hy his fiery speeches 
lu defence of the monarch During the revolutionary peiiod 
of 1848, he lendered such service to the conservative cause, that 
was chosen to represent Prussia in the old German Bund at 
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Frnnkforfc He filled the post with snob ability that he was 
appointed ambassador to Hussia and afterwards to Pans, when 
Napoleon III, was in the zenith of his power Shortlj after in 
1862, ho was snmmoned to Berlin, and made First Minister of 
Ftnssia Biinng the next ten years he produced remarkable 
changes in Europe At his suggestion, Prussian, Austrian, and 
Saxon troops invaded the Elbe Duchies, nominally in support 
of the claims of Duke of Augustenberg , but when taken, Prussia 
kept them This provoked war between Prussia and Austria 
The latter sustained a crushing defeat at Sadowa, aud Prussia 
aunexed Hanover and some other States that had sided with 
Austria In place of the old German Bund, the North German 
Bund was established, from which Austria was excluded With 
the South Gorman States an alliance was concluded, giving the 
king of Prussia command of all their troops in time of war 
Bismarck, who was created a Count in 1865, was nominated 
Chancellor end President of the Federal Council 

Napoleon IIT , ]calons of the growing power of German}, in 
1870 provoked a war in which he sustained a senes of defeats, 
and had at last to surrender himself at Sedan The king of 
Prussia was saluted as Hereditary Emperor of Germany, and 
Bismarck was created a Prince 

Bismarck had a considerable share m bringing about the 
triple alliance of Geimany, Austria, and Italy, against the possible 
combination of France and Bussia. 

Ho was less fortunate in his home administration His May 
Laics, (see Dr Falk), interfering with the religions liberty of the 
Homan Catholics, made them his bitter enemies His seven 
measures against the Socialists, caused great discontent among the 
working classes 

When William II , a young man with a high opinion of his own 
abilities, came to the throne, ho wished to govern himself, and 
sought a more pliable Prime Minister Bismarck resigned in 18^0, 
and General Capnvi was appointed his successor \\ hen he loft 
Berlin, thoro was a grand demonstration After his retirement, he 
made some bitter speeches against the young Emperor When 
ho became very ill in his old age, the Emperor offered him one of 
tho royal palaces as a residence A reconciliation has since 
taken place 

Bismarck has sometimes been called tho man of " iron and 
blood,” because in one of his first speeches in 1862 ns Llinister 
President, ho said that “it was not by speeches and majonty votes 
that the great questions of the time would be settled, but by 
iron and blood ” 

While Bismarck’s ability must be admired, his conduct in 
some reopects is not to bo imitated He seems to have agted 
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upon the phiase attributed to him, "Might goes before Right ** 
Largely through him, Europe has been changed into a vast camp, 
and the nations groan under a crushing military expenditure. 



12 Count Hbebebt Von Bismaeck 


Count Hebsbet, the eldest son of Prince Bismarch, was 
born at Berlin in 1849 He is a ma]or in the German army , he 
was Embassy Secretary in London and Minister at the Hague 
He sits in the Reichstag, or German Parliament, as one of the 
members for Schlesvig-Holstein, and is head of the German 
Foreign Office In 1889, the Emperor conferred on him the Order 
of the Red Eagle. He disapproved of his father’s attacks upon 
the young Emperor after his retirement fiom ojffice 


13. The Late Hon James Gillespie Blaine 

Mb Blaine, an American statesman, was born in 1830 He 
was educated at Washington College, where he graduated at the 
head of his class He was for a short time Professor of Mathe- 
mafetos m a military institute. Subsequently he became editor of the 
Portland Daily Advertiser In 1862 he was elected to Congress, 
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and was re-elected for each successive term nnbl 1876 He was 
Speaker of the House of Representatives from 1869 to 1875 In 
1876 he was appointed United States Senator for Maine This 
position be resigned in 1881 to accept the Secretaryship of State^ 
offered him by Mr Q-ardeld The assassination of the latter led 
Mr Blame to tender his resignation, which was accepted 

Mr Blaine belonged to what is called the Republican party in 
the United States, the members of which are generally opposed to 
free trade and in favour of protective duties The opposite party, 
called the Democrats, are generally in favour of free trade At 
the Republican Convention in 1884, Mr Blame was nominated by 
hts party for the Office of President, bnt bis Democratic opponent, 
Ml Cleveland, was elected During the administration of the 
latter ha did not hold any public office, but occupied himself in 
wilting (Dwenty Years «» Congress On the election of President 
HaruBon in 1888, Mr Blame again became Secretary of State, but 
lost the office when Cleveland was re-elected President m 1892 He 
died recently 
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14 The Late Mr. C Bradladoh. (L ) 

Mr Oh\rms Bbadlacqh was born in London m 1833 Fioin 
Ins early disbelief m Ohiistiamty, be was separated from bis 
friends Foi some years, he was very poor, being m turn an 
eirand boy, small coal-dealer, and a private soldier. He was 
3 years m the army, where made a good use of his time In 1853, 
by means of a small legacy, he was able to purchase his discharge 
In London he applied to a lawyei for employment as a clerk He 
was told that an errand hoy was wanted — not a cleih He asked 
what salary would be given to an eirand boy ? “Ten shillmgs a 
week,” was the leply “ Then I’ll take it” said he 

Thiough his abilities, Mr Bradlaugh was soon promoted to be 
a cleik, and gradually acquired a laige stock of legal knowledge. 
A good speakei, he began to take part in political and free thought 
movements 

In 1859 he commenced, with Joseph Barker, a weekly news- 
papei, called The Natwnal Refoimei The co-editors soon dis- 
agreed, and Mr Bradlaugh became sole editor Both by the 
voice and pen he sought to spread atheism One of his publica- 
tions IS entitled, A Plea for Atheism Like many self-taught 
men, Mr Bradlaugh had a high opinion of his own ability 
The wisest and best men in all ages have acknowledged the 
existence of God How could our bodies, for example, so won- 
dronsly formed, have come into existence without God ? Foi a man 
to say, “ There is no God,” requires him to know everything in the 
universe Unbelievers of intelligence now profess only agnos- 
hcitm. This means they do not know whethei oi not tlieie is 
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a God After several nnsaccessfal attempts to enter Parliament, 
in 1885 he was able to take his seat In 1889 ho was invited to 
act as “Member for India,” and the following year, he came 
out to attend the National Congress He was then in feeble 
health, and not long afterwards he died in his 58th year 


15 Baeon Beassey, KGB (G L ) 

Thomas Beassey, first Baron, was born in 1836 He is the 
son of Thomas Brassey, the well-known contractor for public works 
He was educated at Rugby, and University College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in honours In 1866 he was called to the Bar, and 
elected M P for Devonport In 1868 he was returned for Hast- 
ings, which he represented till 1886 He was appointed Civil Lord 
of the Admiralty in 1880 and Seci etnry to the Admiralty in 1884 
by Mr Gladstone On the resignation of Mr Gladstone’s Govern- 
ment, he was raised to the peerage In 1876-7 he went round the 
world in his yacht, the “Sunbeam” Lady Brassey wrote an 
interesting account of the trip, entitled. Voyage of the Sunbeam 
In 1893 lie was appointed Chairman of the Opium Commission, 
to vioit India, and collect information on the subject 

Loid Brassey has taken a great interest in questions connect- 
ed with labour and the navy He is author of Work and Wages, 
Lectures on the Labour Queatwn, English Work and Foreign Wages, 
British Seamen, The British Navy, § c 


16 The late Right Hon John Bbight, D C L (U L ) 

The late Mr John Bright was born in 1811 For generations 
the Brights were membeisof the Society of Friends, usnally called 
Quakers, whose leading tenet is an abhorrence of war, and young 
Bright was educated at some of their schools In his 16th year, he 
joined his father in his cotton spinning factory While attentive to 
business, he took a warm interest in the questions of the day, 
giving addresses on temperance, capital punishment, and parlia- 
mentary reform In 1833 he visited Greece, Egypt, and Palestine 
His wife, to whom he had been married only two years, died in 
1841 The dayafter her death, his fi lend Richard Cobden went 
to pomfort him He then urged him to give himself heart and soul 
to the movement for the repeal of the duty on gram From that 
time the two laboured zealously together foi that object His able 
and eloquent speeches led to his election in 1843 as M P foi 
Durham During the next 3 years, he was unwearied in his adv o- 
cacy of free-trade, and when Sir Robert Peel abolished the Corn 
La\ys, it was felt that the main credit was due to Cobden and 
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Bright In 1849 he manied a second wife, hj whom he had a 
family of 7 children When England drifted into the Crimean 
war, he condemned it in numerous speeches He supported the 
transfer of the Grovernraent of India to the Crown, and lecoin- 
mended decentralisation When the Civil War broke out in 
America, he advocated the cause of the north, although his busi- 
ness suffered seveiely from the scarcity of cotton Land Reform 
and the Disestablishment of the Irish Church, were urged in 
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MR HENR-i BBOADHURST (o L ) 

speeclies of great power, and liad an important influence in 
bringing them about In 1868 be ]omed Mr Gladstone’s nd- 
ministiation as President of the Board of Trade, but after 
two years he resigned it on acconnt of ill health In 1878 be 
was appointed Chancellor of the Dnchy of Lancaster, which post 
he held till the resignation of the Gladstone Ministiy m 1874 
He again became Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster m 
1880, when the Liberals returned to power, but in 1882 he 
1 esigned on account of its Egyptian policy, which led to the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria After this be seldom spoke in the 
House of Commons In 1886 he strongly opposed Mr Gladstone’s 
Home Rule Bill In 1887 he was made an Honoraiy D C L 
of Oxford His death took place in 1889 in his 78th yeai He is 
regarded as one of the greatest orators of modern times 



17 Mr Henry Broadhdest (G L) 


Mr Broadhubst, son of a stone mason, was born near Oxford 
in 1840 After receiving some education at a village school, he 
worked at his father’s trade till 1872 He then became Secretary 
of the Labour Representation League, a society formed by work- 
ing men to improve their condition In 1875 he was elected 
Secretary to the Parliamentary Committee of the Trades Union 
Congress In 1880 he was chosen M P for Stoke-upon-Trent, and 
in 1885 he was returned for the Bordesly division of Birmingham 
He served on two Royal Commissions on Reformatory and Indus- 
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tiial Schools and on the Housing of the Working Classes In 1886 
'he was appointed Under Secretary of State for the Horae Depart- 
ment in Mr Gladstone's 3rd Mimstiy In the same year, he stood 
successfully for West Nottingham, but he was defeated in 1892 
He has taken part in several measures for the benefit of the 
industrial classes

Albert Doo db Broglie, son of an eminent French statesman, 
was born in Pans in 1821 He was educated at the University of 
Pans, where, at an early age, he distinguished himself as a publi- 
cist or newspaper writer He was Secietary of the Piench 
Embassies at Madnd and Home before the revolution under Louis 
Napoleon in 1848 lu consequence of his political views, he then 
retired into private bfe until 1871, when he was elected a member 
of the French Pailiament, and nominated, by the Government of 
M Thiers, Ambassador in London On his retuement from this 
office, he became the acknowledged leader of the Conservative paity 
in the National Assembly, and he moved the order of the day 
which led to the lesignation of M Thiers and the acceptance of 
the Presidency of the Republic by Marshal Maomahon in 1873 He 
then became Minister of Foreign Affairs and President of the Council, 
but the following year, he had to resign Again in 1877, on the re- 
signation of M Jules Simon, he become President of the Council 
and Minister of Justice When he attempted to oveithiow the 
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Kepublic, the people were stirred against him by M Gambetta 
The Duke was speedily defeated m the Chamber of Deputies, and 
had to resign the same year In 1885 he failed to secure his re- 
olection to the Chamber of Deputies 

The Duke is the author of several important works , as, TJie 
Church and the Itaman Empue tn the Fourth Century, The Secret 
Correspondence of Louts XV, The Empress Mane Theresa, ,

Me Betoe was born at Belfast in 1838 He was educated

Mb BuBTwas born in the north of England m 1837 His 
father uras a coal-miuer, and he himself began to work m the pits 
when ten years of age He had rery little education at school, but 
he supphed its deficiencies by self-culture In 1865 he was ap- 
pointed Secretary of the Northumberland Miners* Association 
As such he made himself so useful that it was agreed to nominate 
him as a candidate for Morpeth at the election of 1874 The 
working classes in England wish to hare some members in the 
House of Commons to represent their claims Mr Burt was 
elected by a Im ge majority, and as he is a poor man, the North- 
umberland miners allowed him £400 a year to enable hiTn to live 
suitably in London He is President of the Miners’ National 
Union, and has presided over several conferences.

Hugh MacOalmont, Eael Caiens, born in 1819, was tbe second 
son of Mr Cairns, of Connty Down, Ireland He was a distin- 
guished student at Tnnitj College, Dublin, where he took his 
degree of B A when 19 years of age In 1844 he was called to 
the bar at the Middle Temple, and soon obtained a large practice 
In 1862 ho was elected M P for Belfast, and soon took a foremost 
position as a ready debater and eloquent speaker Six years later 
he became Solxcitor-G-eneral under Lord Derby, distingnishmg him- 
self both as a legal adviser and as an orator In 1859 he went out 
of office with his party, but in 1866 when Lord Derby again became 
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pnme minister. Sir Hngh Cairns was appointed Attorney-General 
Shortly afterwards he was made a Lord Justice, and m 18C7 he

The late Earl op 04 rnabvon, born in 1831, was educated 
at Eton and Christ Ohiuroh, Oxford, wheie be obtained a first 
class in Classics His maiden speech in tbe House of Lords was 
highly commended by Lord Derby, who, in 1859, nominated bim 
Higb Steward of Oxfoid University From 1858 to 1859 be was 
Under Secretary of State for tbe Colonies In 1867 he introduced 
a bill for Confederating tbe Biitisb North American Colonies Under 
the Disraeli ministry in 1874, he again became Secietary of the 
Colonies He then endeavoured to carry out a measure for the 
Confedeiation of the South African Colonies, but it failed partly from 
the disinclination of the Colonies themselves to unite He differed 
with Loid Beaconsfield with regard to the Russo-Turbish War, 
advocating neutrality, and when the Biitish fleet was ordered to 
enter the Dardanelles, he resigned In 1885 he became Lord

M Carnot, elected President of the French Eepublic in 1887, 
was bom in 1887 He was grandson of Carnot, '' the organiser

? ear8 of age, he entered as a stndent the Ecole Polytechniqne of 
'ans After distinguishing himself there, he went to a school for 
special iDstmction in the bmlding of roads and bridges Dnnng the 
siege of Pans by the Germans, m 1871, be was appointed Prefect 
of the Seine Inferieure, and as Commissary General he gave great 
assistance in the defence of the city In the same year he took 
his seat in the National Assembly as deputy for Cote d’Or He 
was a strong republican, and zealously opposed those who wished 
a return of the monarchy On financial and engineeiing questions 
he spoke frequently In 1878 he was appointed Under Secretary 
to the Minister of Public Works, and he nlled the ofiice of Minister 
in 1880-81 in the Ferry administration, which post he also held 
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under M Biisson m 1885 The following year lie was Minister 
of Finance under M de Freycinet, but resigned m a few months 
In December 1887, on the resignation of President Grevy, he was 
elected, by a large majority. President of the Eepublic His 
difiScult duties were, on the whole, discharged with ability and suc- 
cess After the execution of Vailliant, the anarchist, for throw- 
ing a bomb into the French Chamber of Deputies, Carnot 
received almost daily letters thieatenmg him with vengeance In 
1894 he was assassinated at Lyons by an Italian anarchist, named 
Santo Pietending to wish to shake hands with the President, 
Santo seized his right hand with his left, at the same time plung- 
ing a long dagger into his body This sad event awakened the 
deepest sympathy thronghout the civilised world 

He was called Sadi after the Peisian poet who was greatly 
admired by his fathei

Immediately after the assassination of President Carnot, in 
1894, a joint meeting was held of the Chamber of Deputies and 
the Senate to elect a new President The two prominent men 
were Mr Casimer-Perier, and M Dupny the pnme-mmister. The 
former was at fir'^t unwilling to become a candidate, and his friends 
failed to persuade him His mother then said to him “ My son,

[n the revolutionary movement of 1868, Castelar joined the Ee- 
pnbbcans, and took a leading part After it was put down by 
Serrano, Oastelar was condemned to death, but made his escape to 
Pans, where he supported himself as a newspaper writer On the 
outbreak of the nest revolution, Castelar returned to Spam, and in 
a series of magni6cent orations advocated a Pedei al Bepnblic His 
efforts were unsuccessful The crown was offered in 1870 to 
Amadeus, Duke of Savoy An attempt was made to a«sassmate him 
and his queen , insurrections broke out which led to his resigna- 
tion in 1870 For a short time the Bepublic was restored, hut the 
conutry was devastated by socialist ouibrenks and war Castelar 
was pioclaimed Dictator, but his efforts to restore peace were un- 
successful, and he resigned oiHce A provisional Grovernment was 
established, and Castelar retired to France, where he devoted him- 
self to literary work In 1876 he returned to Spam by permission 
of King Alfonso, and succeeded in obtaining a seat m the Cortes 
AVhen the king died in 1885, Oastelar, feeling the weakness of the 
Republican cause, refiamed fiom putting himself foiwaid

Mb Oeambbelain, "born m London m 1836, is fcbe eldest son of 
a Biimingham manufacturer of wooden screws He was educated 
at University College School, London Afterwards he joined his 
father’s film, and for a number of years he devoted himself almost 
exclusively to business, giving only his spare time to the study of 
politics In 1870 he made an unsuccessful attempt to enter the 
Birmingham School Boaid , but in 1873 he was elected its Chairman 
and Mayor of the city On the death of his father, he retired from 
business to devote himself to public life As Mayoi he made 
many improvements 

In. 1876 he was elected M P for Birmingham, which he has 
represented ever since At first he sat among the Home Rulers, 
With whom he was supposed to have some igympathy When the 
Liberals legained office in 1880, he was appointed Piesident of the 
Board of Trade, with a seat in the Cabinet After the general

self prominent by the violence of his attacks on the Liberals Pi om 
this time he was recognised as one of theleadersof the Conservatives. 
When the Gladstone ministry was ovei thrown in 1885, he received 
the Indian Secretaryship In his speech on the Indian budget, he 
attacked Lord Ripon for neglecting frontier defences tipper 
Burma was annexed during bis short term of office When Mr 
Gladstone was again defeated in 1886, Lord Randolph Churchill 
was appointed Chancellor of the Exchequer and Leader of the 
House of Commons He displeased his party by proposals which 
seemed rather Radical than Conservative This, with differences

M Cleuenceau, a French statesman, was born m 1841 He 
studied medicine at Pans, and received his doctor’s degree in 1869 
After the downfall of Louis Napoleon m 1870, Clemenceau was 
elected one of the Mayors of Pans, and the following year a 
Deputy for the Seme He soon after resigned both positions He 
then became a member, and afterwards President, of the Pans 
Municipal Council In 1876 he was elected one of the Deputies 
for Pans, and was re elected the following year as an extreme 
Republican With Gambetla, he united in resisting the designs 
of the Monaichists to overthrow the Republic Latter! v he opposed

President Clrvela.nd, the son of a Presbyterian minister, was 
born in the United States in 1837 He had to eain his living as 
soon as possible, and so at 14 years of age he became cleik in a 
village store, on a salary of 50 dollars the first year On the death 
of his father in 1853 he went to New Toik, where, for about a year, 
he was book-keeper and assistant teacher in the Institution for the 
Blind In 1855 he went to his uncle at Bufialo, where he studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar in 1859 Through bis ability 
and high chaiacter, he rose to be Mayor of Buffalo in 1882 His 
success in this office led to his election the following year as 
Governor of the State of New York In 1884 he was nominated by 
the Democrats for the Presidency, and was elected over Mr Blame, 
the Repablican candidate Durmg his administration the country 
was prosperons, and 4 new states were admitted into the Union 
He sought to refoim the Civil Service and to reduce the high 
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import duties In 1888 Tie was defeated at tlie Presidential elec-

important Government Secretaryships In 1880 he was appointed 
English Controller-General inE^ppt, and the following year he was 
created a Knight Commander of the Order of St Michael and St 
George During the Axabi insurrection, ho was the principal 
adviser of the Khedive After the abolition of the Dnal Control 
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in 1883, he became Financial Adviser to the Khedive, but before 
the close of the year, be was sent out to India, as Minister of 
Finance Afterwards he was appointed Lientenant Governor of the 
Nortli-West Provinces and Ondh, his term of administration ending 
in 1892 He strongly urged npon the Talookdars of Oudh the 
duty of educating their sons Sanitation, also, was cared for 
Through his efforts, Benares has now a supply of water direct from 
the Ganges

the high office in which his father closed a lamented life, and of 
having contributed by his labours to advance the welfare of a prov- 
ince, to which he was thns linked by parental tie*', in which he

The Eight Hon Gathobnb Gathobne-Haeht was born at 
Bt adford in 1 814 He was educated at Shrewsbury School and Oriel 
College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1836 He was called to 
the Bar at the Innei Temple in 1840, and practised as a barrister 
for several years In 1856 he was elected M P foi Leominster, 
which he represented till 1865, when he defeated Mr Gladstone as 
member for Oxford University In 1858 he was appointed Under 
Secretary of btate for the Home Department , in 1866 he became 
President of the Poor Law Board , and the following year he was 
nominated Secretary of State for the Home Department, which 
office he held till the resignation of the Conservative ministry in 
1868.

This noted Italian Statesman was born in Sicily in 1819 He 
studied law at Palermo, and became a member of the Bar at 
Naples His desire for Italian unity led him to fake an active 
part in the revolutionary movement which led to the overthrow of 
the Niugdom of the Two Sicilies He was the mainspring in the 
insurrection of Palermo , but alter the victory gamed by the Sn iss 
regiments, he had to dee to France He planned the second Sicilian 
revolt lu 1859, and landed with Ganbaldi and his volunteers at 
Palermo After fighting as a simple soldier, he was appointed n 
Minister of State, and used his loilaence for the annexation of the 
Sicilies to the Kingdom of Italy In 1861 he was elected to tho 
first Italian Parliament ns member for Paleimo From his abilil'y 
as an orator and his eminent sei vices, he became leader of the 
Constitutional Opposition, adopting as his programme, administra- 
tive reform, I etrenchment, and libert3 to all On the death of Signor 
Depretis in 1887, Signor Criapi, T\hohnd been Minister of Iho 
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Interior, became President of the Couocil and Minister for Foreign 
Affairs Hifl mmistrj'was defeated in 1891, and he resigned The 
following year he announced his intention to retire from public 
life, and gave np his leadeiship of the Opposition lu 1893, how- 
ever, Italy was a great financial difficulties, and Crispi once more 
became Prime Minister

The Eight Hos Eichabd Abshetos Cross, bom in 1828, was 
educated at Kugby under Dr Arnold, and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he graduated in 184b He was called to the 
bar in 1849, and practised for some time as a lawyer From 1857 to 
1862 he was member for Preston Defeated in 1862, he was- out of 
Parliament till 1868, where he was elected member for South-West 
Lancashire, defeating Mr Gladstone Mr Disraeli had such con- 
fidence in Mr Cross, that he appointed him Secretary of State for

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Home A:ffairB in 18'74. In 1876 lie received the honorary d^ree 
of D 0 L from Oxford, followed by that of LL.

45. Me Michael Davitt, M P (Nationalist ) 

Mb Davitt was boin near Dublin in 1846 His father, a 
small farmer, lost his land when he was 4 years of age, which 
produced a deep impression on his mind For several years he 
lived in the north of England As a child he worked in a cotton 
mill, where his right arm got crushed by the machinery, necessitat- 
ing amputation at the shoulder When 15 years of age he got 
employed as an assistant letter earner and bookkeeper in the print- 
ing office attached to the Post-office at Haslingden In 1868 he 
became a commercial traveller, dealing extensively in firearms to 
be forwarded to Ireland When detected, he was sentenced to 15 
years’ penal servitude, but he was released on ticket of leave in 1877 

While in prison he formed the idea of a new Land Movement 
for Ireland, and after his release he visited America to obtain 
support for his scheme On his return to Ireland, he succeeded 
in gaining over several influential persons to his views, among 
them Mr Parnell In 1879 a meeting was held for the formation 
of a Land League Its three piincipal objects were the protection 
of tenants against landlords, the abolition of the Irish land laws, 
and assistance to persons turned out of their farms fpr non-payr 
ment of rent Shortly afterwards he was arrpsted for using sedi- 
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fciouE language, f but iwas released on bail, after ivbicb be again 
visited America In 1881 he was again arrested and sent back to 
prison, where he was confined 15 months In 1882 he was elected 
member of Parliament for Meath, but as a convict in Portland 
Prison he was declared disqualified In 1884, be published Leaiea 
from a Prison Diary, or Lectures to a Solitary Audience In 1892 
he was elected for North Meath

M DE Peeycihft, French statesman and engineer, was born in 
1828 He was trained in the Polytechnic School at Pans, and 
employed for several years on important public works In 1870, 
when Grambetta tried to resist the Herman invasion and became 
Minister of War, h6 chose de Freycmet as associate, and intrusted 
to him the organisation of tho Commi'SEariat Department On the 
conclusion of peace, ho retired for a time from public life In 1876 
ho was elected a Senator , and when the Dufauro ministry was 
formed in 1877, ho became Minister of Public Works He con* 
tinned in this office in the cabinet presided over by M Waddington 
in 1879 At the close of that year ho was appointed President of 
the Council in place of M Waddmgton, and took the portfolio of 
Foreign Affairs He lesigned the following year on account of 
difficulties connected w ith the expulsion of the Jesuits In 1882 ho 
was recalled to power and filled the same office , but having been 
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defeated on the Egyptian question, he resigned His brief third 
ministry came to an end m 1886 For the fourth time he became 
Premier in 1890 In 1892 he -was defeated, though he retained his 
■war portfobo under his successor, M Loubet Thus within 12 
yeais he was at the head of four ministries 

The measuie with which M de Preycinet’s name -will ever be 
associated is the mihtary law, passed in 1889, which makes 3 years’ 
military service compulsory for all adult Frenchmen, even for 
students preparing for the priesthood oi as teachers 



47 The late Siqnob Auqubtino Depebtis. 

This Italian statesman was born in Piedmont in 1811 Aftei 
studying for some years in the University of Turin, he became a 
solicitor Having taken an active paitinthe movements against 
Austria, he was appointed governoi of Brescia in 1849, and in 
1861 Cavour sent him to proclaim the Italian constitntion in Sicily 
The following year he became Minister of Public Works, and 
in 1866 of Marine and Fmance successively On the defeat of the 
Minghetti ministry in 1876, he formed anew cabinet, with himself 
as President of the Council and Mmistei of Finance The follow- 
mg year he was displaced by Signor Oairoli, but he letumed to 
power as the leader of a coalition ministry in 1878 He held office 
tor only six months In 1881, on account of the agitation about 
Tunis, he was made Minister of the Interior Having disagreed 
with his cabinet on a new Education Bill, he resigned , but was led 
to form a new mmistry In 1885 he again resigned, owing to the 
popular movement about Abyssinia Speedily, however, he 
resumed office, which he held till his death in 1887 
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Hia mmisterial life -na*? fraught with great diflBculties — the 
usual Italian ones — the weight of the debts which had accumulated^ 
and the new which it was necessary to contract He was pushed 
beyond where he desired to go to do something great and impos- 
ing, which would make Italy shine m the eyes of Europe. 
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on a visit to America in 1848, he Tfras elected member for Lyme 
Regis, "which he Continued to represent till he succeeded to the 
peerage Lord. Stanley neSt paid a visit to India During his 
absence he was appointed Under Secretary of State for Foieign 
AfEairs in hiS fathei’s first administration On his father’s return 
to power, he was appointed Secietaiy of State foi India His 
India Bill of 1858 transferred the government of the country from 
the East India Company to the Oiown In 1859 he went out of 
office with his parfy, and it was not till 1866 that he became Secre- 
tai Y of State for Foreign Affairs under Lord Palmerston. The 
death of his father in 1869 transferred him to the House of Lords 
When Mr Disraeli formed his cabinet in 1874, he was again intrusted 
"With the seals of the Foreign Office Although he condemned the 
frightful cruelties of the Turks in Bulgaria, he was strongly opposed 
to English intervention in the Rnsso-Tnrkish war, and resigned in 
1878 when Oypius was occupied In 1880 he formally joined the 
Libeial paity In 1882 he became Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, and held that office till the fall of the Gladstone ministry 
in 1885 In 1886 he took the Unionist view m the Irish question, 
and deserted Mr Gladstone He died in 1893, aged 67 The late 
Earl was noted foi his cautious pohcy He took a warm interest 
in the University of London, of which he was Chancellor.

The Right Hon Spbnceb Compton Cavendish, the present 
Doke of Devonshire, is better known as the Marquis of Hartington 
He was born in 1833, and educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where be graduated in 1854 He was elected as a Liberal tor 
North Lancashire in 1857, and in 1859 he moved the vote of want 
of confidence which led to the defeat of Lord Derby In 1868 he 
was appointed a Lord of the Admiralty, and three years later he 
obtained cabinet rank as Secretary for War He was appointed 
Po8tmaster*General in Mr Gladstone’s first administration, and 
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retained the office till 1871, when he beoame Chief Seoretarj for Ire- 
land When Mr Gladstone in 1875 wished to retire from the leader- 
ship of tbe Liberal party m the House of Commons, the Marquis of 
Hartington was chosen as his snccessor , but he gave it up in 1880 
On the resignation of the Conservative Government, he was asked 
by the Queen to form an admimstration, but he declined On 
Mr. Gladstone’s return to office in 1880, Lord Hartington became 
Secretary for India till the close of 1882, when he was transferred 
to the War Office He resigned with the Government in 1885 
When Mr Gladstone in 1886 formed a Home Rule Cabinet, Lord 
Hartington refused to ]oin it, and took up the position as leader of 
the Unionist Liberals Lord Salisbury invited him to enter his 
Cabinet, but he preferred to give it “ outside support. ” On the 
death of his fatW in 1891, he became Duke of Devonshire, and 
succeeded him as Chancellor of the Cambridge University, In 
A.ugust 1892 he was married to the widow of the 7th Duke of 
Manchester There is not the prejudice in England against widow 
marriage which exists in India The Empiess of India’s mother was 
a widow, married to the Duke of Kent 


51. Mb John Dillon, M P (A.nti-Parnellite.) 

Mb Dillon was bom in Ireland in 1851, and educated at the 
Roman Cathohc University of Dublm, where he distmguished himself 
in mathematics He next studied medicine, and became a licentiate 
of the Irish Royal College of Surgeons In 1880 he was elected 
member for Tipperary, but m 1883 he had to resign on account of 
ill-health. While a member, he was one of Mr Parnell’s wann- 
est supporters In 1885 he was elected for Bast Mayo He 
took an active part in what was called the " Plan* of Campaign,” 
by which tenants were not to pay rents to their landlords, but to 
the Land League In consequence of this a number of them after- 
wards lost their farms Mr Dillon was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment, but was liberated on the ground of iR-health He 
afterwards went to Australia, where he collected large sums in aid 
of the Irish Nationalist party. With Mr W 0 Brien he was again 
arrested on a political charge, but escaped to America, while on 
bail, to fulfil a lecturing engagement there. On his return in 1891, 
he surrendered himself and was imprisoned in Ireland After his 
second release on account of ill-health, he made a speech renounc- 
ing the leadership of Mr Parnell 

Mr Dillon is one of the most earnest and respected leaders of 
the Irish party.

52 The late Bight Hon Benjahih Disbaeli, Eabl of 
Beaoonbeielp 

The late Eabl op Beaconbpield was bom m London m 1 804 He 
was the eldest son of Isaac Disraeli, descended from a Jewish family 
of Spanish origin He was circumcised when a child, but his father 
afterwards had his children baptised After being educated 
privately, in 1 824 he entered Lincoln’s Inn, but after keeping 9 
terms he had'his name removed in 1881 In 1826 he published 
the first part of a novel, called Ftvtan Grey, which attracted con- 
siderable attention Several other works followed. 

-In 1832 he twice attempted to enter Parliament as an 
9 
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advanced Liberal, supported by O’Connell and Joseph Hume He 
failed again as a Tory in 1835 Tn 1837, the first year of Victoria’s 
reign, he was elected member for Maidstone His maiden speech, 
though clever, was received with shouts of laughter, upon which 
he said I have begun several things many times, and have often 
succeeded at last , ay, and though I sit down now, the time will 
come when you will hear me ” In less than 9 years that time 
did come 

At first he attacked any one, especially the Liberals He after- 
wards rose to be head of the ' Young England’ party In 1846 he 
made a savage onslaught on Sir Hohert Peel on account of the 
bill granting free trade in corn, and thenceforward he became the 
real leader of the Tory Protectionists About this time he wrote 
three of his principal political novels, Ooningshy, Sybil, and 
Tancred 

Disraeli, a splendid debater, was a valuable ally of the Conserva- 
tives In 1852 he was appointed Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Lord Derby’s first short-lived administration He was reappomt- 
ed to the office in 1858 when Lord Derby returned to power, and 
for the third time in 1866 Meanwhile, to use his own phrase, he 
was “ educating” his party He led the Conservatives much as he 
pleased, and made them go where they would never have gone 
of themselves In 1867 he carried a Reform Bill more democratic 
than any by which it was preceded It gave household suffrage in 
the towns, and widely extended the right of voting in the country 
In 1868 he succeeded the Earl of Derby as premier, but he had 
soon to resign In 1839 Disraeli had married a rich widow, 50 
years of age In 1868, in consideration of her husband’s services, 
she was made Viscountess Beaoonsfield — he himself being unwill- 
ing to leave the House of Commons 

In 1874 Disiaeh became premier the second time In 1876 the 
Queen assumed the title of Empress of India, and he entered the 
House of Lords as Earl of Beaconsfield The Berlin Congress 
of 1878, which he attended with Lord Salisbury, raised him to the 
zenith of his fame In 1880 he had to give place to Mr Gladstone, 
and the following year he died By his will he refused a public 
funeral in Westminster Abbey, and desired to be laid by the 
side of his wife at the village of Hughenden 
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53 Mb Fbeobbige Douglass 

Mb Douglass, an Amencan orator and statesman, was bom a 
slave in 1817 His mother was a negress, but his father was 
'White Through the kindness of a relative of his owner, he learned 
to read and write When about 15 years of age, he paid 3 dollars 
(about Es 6) a week to his master, on condition of being allowed 
to retain the rest of his earnings in 1838 he made his escape to 
a Northern State, where slavery was not acknowledged After 
further Belf>education, he was employed by the Amencan Anti- 
Slaveiy Society to go about the country lectunng His eloquence 
attracted crowds of hearers in 1845 he visited England, where 
he was equally well received His fnends there raised £150 to send 
to hiB former master, that his legal freedom might be secured On 
hiB return to Amenca, he commenced a weekly journal which he 
continued for some years Dunng the Civil War he was frequent- 
ly consulted by President Lincoln on questions regarding the 
negroes After holdmg several offices, in 1889 he was made 
United States Minister to Hayti He has published several works, 
as Narrahve’of my Evpenence m Slavery, My Bondage and my 
Freedom, &c 
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54 The late M Dupaubb. 

This French statesman was born in 1798, and educated for 
the bar After practising law at Bordeaux, in 1834 he was elected 
to the Chamber of Deputies In the ministry of M Guizot, he 
became first a Councillor of State and subsequently Mimster of 
Pubhc Works. After the revolution of 1848, he became leader of' 
the moderate Democrats, and for 8 months acted as Minister of the 
Interior. He filled the same office for 5 months the following 
year. Dunng the Empire undei Louis Napoleon, M Dufaure 
devoted himself chiefly to practice as a lawyer On the overthrow 
of the Empire, he was again letumed to the National Assembly, 
and acted as Minister of Justice lu the Admimstration of M 
Thiers. Dnrmg the Presidency of Marshal Macmahon, he was 
twice entrusted with the formation of a Cabinet In 1879 he 
resigned on the fall of Marshal Macmahon, and in 1881 he died. 


55. The Eight Hon Sib Mountstuabt Elphinstonb Gbant Dupe 

Sib M. E Grant Dope, bom lu 1 829, is the son of the author 
of The KwtoTy of the Malvi attas He was educated at Eton and at 
Balhol College, Oxford, where he graduated in 1850 In 1854 he 
was called to the Bai at the Inner Temple He was elected m 
1857 member for the Elgin Burghs, which he repiesented till 1881. 
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In 1868 be was appointed Under Secretary for India, and beld bbe 
office till Mr Gladstone went ont of power in 1874 In Mr 
Gladstone’s second ministry he was appointed Under Secretary for 
the Golomes This office and his seat in Parliament were resigned 
in 1881 on his appointment as Governoi of Madras During his 
administration he made several tours, and delivered a very useful 
Convocation Address * In 1886 he was succeeded by Mr fiourke,

The Right Hon Frederick Temple Blackwood, bom in 1826, is 
the only son of the 4th Baron DufEenn Hir mother was the eldest 
daughter of Mi Thomas Sheridon He was educated at Eton and 
Christ Church, Oxfoid, where he graduated In 1841 he succeeded 
to his father’s title Foi some years he was a lord-in-waitmg on 
the Queen In 1855 he was attached to Lord John Russell’s 
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Mission to Vienna In 1859 he made a yacht voyage to Iceland, 
an interesting account of which, under the title of Letters from Sigh 
Latitudes, first brought him prominently before the pnbhc Lord 
Palmerston sent him to the Bast in 1860 as British Commissioner 
to inquire into the massacre of Christians in Syria On his return 
he was nominated a Knight Commander of the Bath Prom 1864 
to 1866 he was first Under Secretary for India, and then Under 
Secretary for War In Mr Gladstone’s first ministry in 
1868, he was nommated Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster 
and Paymaster-General, an office which he held till 1872, when he 
was appointed Governor-General of Canada His administration 
was highly successful, the discontent which previously prevailed 
being entirely removed [n 1878 he was succeeded by the Marquis 
of Lome, and the following year he was appointed ambassador at St 
Petersburg He was transferred as ambassador to Constantinople 
in 1881, from which he proceeded to Egypt in 1882 to settle ques- 
tions connected with Arabi’s insurrection, and to suggest arrange- 
ments for the government of the country In 1884 he proceeded 
to India as Viceroy The chief events of his administration were 
the establishment of friendly relations with the Amir of 
Afghanistan, the settlement with Bussia of the Afghan frontier, and 
the annexation of Upper Burma His populaiity was greatly aided 
by Lady DufPenn, who established what is called the Lady Sufejin 
Fund, to provide medical treatment and nijrses for the women of 
India The pressure of office obliged his Lordship to resign in 1888, 
when he was created a Marqms He was then appointed ambas- 
sador at Borne, and on the death of Earl Lytton, he succeeded him 
as ambassador at Pans

Sib ChabIiES G Duffy, an Australian Statesman, was bora in 
Ireland in 1816 In his 20tb year he became sub-editor of a 
Dublin paper, and a little later editor of an infiuential Belfast 
journal In conjunction with Mr Thomas Davis and Mr John 
Dillon, he started, in 1842, the Nation, the organ of the Young 
Ireland party To this he contnbuted several papers on the Ballad 
Poetry of Ireland, afterward reprmted in book form In 1844, with 
Daniel O’Connell and 5 others, he was convicted of sedition, but 
on appeal to the House of Lord, the judgment was set aside He 
acted with O’Connell in agitating for the repeal of the union of 
Ireland with England till 1847, when O’Connell havmg quarrelled 
with the Young England party, the latter established the Irish 
Confederation, of whioh Mr Duf^ was one of the founders In 1852 
he was elected M P for New Boss, defeating the Under Secretary 
for Ireland On the breaking up of the Irish Independent party. 
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he proceeded in 1856 to Australia. After practising for a short 
time as a lawyer, he took to politics In 1857 he hecame Ministei 
of Public Works in the first administration under responsible 
Government in Australia The following year he became Minister 
of Lands, an ofdce which he again accepted in 1862 After a visit 
of 2 yeais to Europe, he re-entered ParliatneOt, and became Piime 
Minister of Victoria in 1871 The following year he resigned 
office, and m 1873 he was knighted On his return to Victoria 
after another ten years’ absence in Euiope, he was elected Speaker 
of the Legislative Assembly During his Australian career, he took 
an active part in encouraging art literature, and industrial enterprise 
He returned to Europe in 1880, where he has since published 
Young Ireland j a Fragment of Irish History, and Four Years of 
hish History 


58. M CHAEMiS Dupuy 

This French statesman was born at Le Puy m 1851 His 
parents were in humble circumstances, his father having been an 
official at the Prefecture M Dupuy, after finishing his educa- 
tion, began his career by teaching philosophy in various colleges 
in the provinces, and lastly his abilities raised him in 1880 to the 
post of school inspector In 1885, 3 aBt after he had been appointed 
head master of the Corsica College, he was elected to the Chamber 
of Deputies, which he entered as an advanced Republican In 
December, 1892, he took office for the first time in M Ribot’s 
ministry, and on the fall of that statesnian in March 1893, he 
succeeded him as Premier 

In December, 1893, M Dupuy greatly increased his reputa- 
tion by hie coolness during an anarchist outrage in the Chamber 
of Deputies A wretch, called Vaillaut, h, comtaon felon, threw a 
bomb loaded with nails into the middle of the assembly, causing a 
dreadful explosion, by which about 60 people were wounded M 
Dupuy, who was in the Chair as President, standing up and 
stretching out his arms, said, "Silence, gentlemen, the sittmg 
continues ” He would not allow the outrage to inteirupt business 
This admirable coolness was greeted with a burst of applause 
" It would not be,” he said, " to the dignity of Prance not of the 
Republic, that such attempts, Vheresoever they may comO, of the 
cause of which, moreover, we are ignorant, should be able to 
disturb your deliberations At the close of the sittmg the Bureau 
mil hold a meeting, and take in all calmness the necessary meat- 
utes The next speaker is M de Montfoit” Cheers went up 
from every quarter of the House 
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59 The Eaul op Elgin 

ViOTOB Alexander Brdoe, ninth Earl of Elgin and Kincardine, 
born in 1849, is a son of the late Earl of Elgin, Governor-General 
of India He was Treasurer of the Household and First Com- 
missioner of Works in 1 886 So high an opinion was entertained 
of his abihties, that in 1893 he was appointed to the high position 
of Gkivernor-General of India, the first case in which a father and 
son have held the appointment He assumed office at a time when 
the great depreciation in the value of silver caused much anxiety

60 Sir Charles Alfred Elliott 

Sir 0 A, Elliott, son of a well known clergyman at Brighton, 
was born in 1835 He was educated at Harrow and Trmity College, 
Cambridge In 1856 he competed for the Indian Civil Service, 
and passed with marked ability While,etill prosecuting his studies, 
he was appointed to ofiSoiate as Assistant Magistrate During the 
Mutiny he so distinguished himself by his coolness and courage as 
to be mentioned in military despatches In April 1858, he was 
gazetted as fully qualified for the public service, and was attached 
to the Ottdh Division Within a year from this, he passed with 
credit the higher examination After holdin g several appointments. 
Sir E Temple selected him for settlement work in the Central 
Provinces In 1870 he became Secretary to the Government of the 
North-Western Provinces under Sir William Muir His chief 
work was carrying out a crusade against female infanticide among 
the Ra 3 put 8 , but in other ways also he made himself nseful After- 
wards he was appointed Famine Commissioner of Mysore, and in 
1878 Secretary to the Famine Commission In 1880 he was ap- 
pointed Imperial Census Commissioner, and in consequence visited 
every Province of India The following year he was gazetted 
Chief Commissioner of Assam, an office which he held for 4 years 
After acting as President of the Finance Committee and Pubhc 
Works’ Member of the Governor-General’s Council^ on the retire- 
ment of Sir Steuart Bayley, he was appointed I/ieutenant Governor 
of Bengal. 
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61 De Paul Ludwig Adaxbebt Falk. 

Db Falk, a G-enuan Btatesman, was bom in Pmssia in 1827, 
and educated at tbe University of Breslau He entered the law, 
and rose rapidly in his profession In 1858 he was elected to the 
Prussian Parliament, and in 1867 to tbe North German Reich- 
stag, and he has been a member of the Imperial Parliament since 
its establishment After holding several offices and taking part in 
the preparation of a new Civil and Onminal Code, he was in 1871 
appointed Minister of Justice Early in the following year, however, 
he was transferred to the Ministry of Public Worship and Education 
Bismarck selected him to oppose Roman Catholic claims to self- 
government Falk earned his first proposal that all Educational 
institutions, public nr private, should be under the direction of the 
State The following year he introduced what are called bis " May 
Laws ” These enacted that all theological colleges should be liable to 
State inspection, that all Roman Catholic pnests should have spent a 
certain time in a State University, and that Roman Catholic bishops 
should take the oath of allegiance Several religious orders were 
suppressed, and later on a bill was passed enforcing cml registra- 
tion of births, deaths, and marriages Such a storm was created, 
that Bismarck thought it advisaWe to yield Falk resigned in 
1879, and was succeeded by Herr Von Puttkamer, who in 1880 
introduced a bill to restoi e peace < 

Dr Falk’s tei m of office was marked by a great development of 
national education 
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62 The late M. Jules Favjbe 

This French statesman, the son of a Lyons sbopkeepei, 
was bom in 1809 On the outbreak of the revolution in 1830, he 
was a law student in Pans, and into that movement he threw him- 
self with enthusiasm At Lyons he distinguished himself by his 
defence of pohtical piisoners, and in 1846 he was called to the 
bar of Pans The revolution of 1848 bi ought him piominently 
into notice He opposed most of the acts of Lome Napoleon , but 
after he became Empeior, Favre xetiied for six years from political 
life In 1858 he was elected one of the members for Pans, and 
became, with Thiers, the leader of an opposition which increased 
in strength every yeai After the overthrow of the second 
Empue, Favre became Vice-Piesident of the Piovisional Govern- 
ment, and Minister of Foreign Affairs In that capacity he had to 
conduct negotiations with Bismarck He began by saying, “We 
will not give up an inch of our land, nor a stone of our foi tresses,^’ 
and ended with the sacrifice of Alsace-Loiiaine Under Thiers, he 
became Foreign Secretary, but had to retire In 1876 the depart- 
ment of the Rhone returned him to the Senate Pour years aftei- 
wards, he died. 
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63 The iatb Right Hon Henet Fawcett 

Me Fawcett was born m 1838 at Salisbury BLig fatbei in 
1841 took a farm His son Henry, even when a boy, formed the 
^ intention of entering parkament in tbe hope that he might promote 
education and improve tbe condition of agriCDltnral labourers He 
was educated successively at King’s College School, King’s College, 
London, and Cambridge where he graduated as 7th Wrangler lu 
1858, when out sporting, he was blinded by shots fiom his father’s 
gun He never once complained, but set himself to adapt himself 
to the altered conditions of his life He gave up thoughts of the 
bar, but though " blind, poor, unknown, he would force his way 
into the House of Commons ” Twice he failed About this time 
he brought out his Manual of Pohhcal Economy, which led in 1863 
to his appointment to the chair of Political Economy at Cambridge, 
a post which he held till his death In 1865, he gained the object 
of his ambition, and entered parkament as Member for Brighton 
In 1 867 he married Mikcent Garrett, a very clever woman They 
had one child, a daughter, Philippa, who was Senior Wrangler at 
Cambridge in 1868 

. In Parkament he devoted himself chiefly to the promotion of 
^ universal compulsory education and the improvement of the people 
of India He took so much mterest in the latter, that he was some- 
times called tbe “ Member for India ” When Mr Gladstone re- 
turned to power in 1880, he offered Mr Fawcett the Postmastei- 
Generalship This prevented his criticismg Government as before. 
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but he made gieat improvements m bis oflSoe, as the introduction 
of Parcel Post, Postal Oiders, and Sixpenny Telegrams He showed 
great kindness to all his subordinates He died in 1884 aftei a few 
days^ illness A national monument has been elected to him in 
Westminsfcei Abbey 



64 The Right Hon Sib James Febqusson, Babt , M P 

Sib James Pebgusson, bom m 1832, was educated at Rugby 
and University College, Oxford Jn 1849 he succeeded his fathei 
in the baronetcy He entered the army, and served during part of 
the Crimean war, during which he was wounded at the battle of 
Inkermann Leaving the army, he became M P for Ayrshire, repre- 
senting it, with a break, from 1854 to 18b8 He was Under 
Secretary for India from 1866 to 1867, and Under Secretary foi 
the Home Office from 1867 to 1868, when he was appointed 
Governor of South Australia He held this office till 1873, when he 
became Governor of New Zealand, wheie he remained till 1874 
Prom 1880 to 1885, he was Governor of Bombay Returning to 
Pngland, he was elected one of the membeis foi Manchester in 1885, 
and the following year he was appointed Under Secretary of State 
for Home Affairs In 1891 he became Postmastei General, and 
held the office till the defeat of his paity in 1892

M Peebt, a French statesman, was born m 1832 He studied 
law, at Pans, and was admitted to the Bar in 1854, but he gave 
himself chiefly to 3 onrDali 8 m He joined some young lawyers who 
aided the Deputies in maintaining a constant opposition to the 
Government of Louis Napoleon Vast sums were spent by Govern- 
meut in rebuilding Fans under the direction of Baron Hanssmann 
In a senes of articles. Perry showed how much money had been 
wasted In 1869 he was elected a member of the Corps Legislatif 
He voted against the fatal declaration of war against Russia 
After the Bevolution of 1870, when a Republic was proclaimed, 
he was appointed Secretary to Government, and he took an active 
part in the management of affairs dunng the siege of Fans In 
1872 he was sent as Minister to Athens In 1879 the new President 
of the Repubhc, M Gr^vy, appointed him Minister of Public Ins- 
truction and Fine Arts In an Education Bill which he brought 
forward, a clause prohibited “ unauthorised religions communities*' 
(meaning especially the Jesuits) from teaching or managmg 
schools The bill, though passed by the Deputies, was rejected by 
the Senate On the fall of the de Preycinet Ministey, M Perry was 
requested to form a new Cabinet The orders against the Jesuits 
were then earned out with much harshness M Perry was an 
advocate of the aggressive policy which has so often disgraced 
Prance In 1881 he claimed a piotectorate over Tnnis, but the 
scandals connected with its acquisition forced him to resign When 
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again in office, he advanced nn 3 nst claims upon Madagascar, and 
seized Tonquin The great expense connected with the latter caused 
him to be nicknamed, “ The Tonqumese,” and put an end to his 
ministry In 1887 he was an unsuccessful candidate for the Presi- 
dency, but he IS still a Senator 


66 The late Eight Hon W E Foestee 

William Edwaed Fobsteh, born in 1818, was the sou of a well- 
known Quaker minister, and nephew of Sir Fowell Buxton He 
was educated at a private school, and in 1842 he became the 
partnei of a woollen manufacturer of Bradford In 1850, he 
mai ried the eldest daughter of Di Arnold of Eugby In 1861 he 
was elected M P for Bradford After acting for a time as Under 
Secretary for the Colonies, he became Vice-President of the Com- 
mittee of Council on Education, and a member of the Cabinet m 1870 
During his tennie of office, he earned into law the Education Bill 
of 1870 On the retuin of Mr Grladstone to power in 1880, he 
accepted the office of Chief Secretary for Ireland, with a seat in the 
Cabinet His position was a hard one , m the House of Commons 
he was exposed to incessant attacks, and it was afterwards 
discovered that those who murdered Lord Cavendish, his successor, 
had on several occasions nearly taken his life In 1882, disagree- 
ing with Government on its Irish policy, he lesigned He died in 
1886 In charactei he was honest, unselfish and courageous 
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67. The Eight Hon Henbt Habteet Fowler (G L ) 

Ur H, H Fowler, the son of n Wesleyan minister, was born 
at Sunderland in 1830 He was educated at St Savour’s School, 
Southwark, London, and was admitted a solicitor in 1852 He 
settled at Wolverhampton, near the centre of England, and 
gradually rose to be its Mayor and first Chairman of its School 
Board Since 1880 he has represented Wolverhampton in Parlia- 
ment In 1884 he was appointed Under-Secretary for the Home 
Department, and in 1880 Financial Secretary to the Treasury under 
Mr Gladstone On the Liberals returning to office in 1892, he was 
made President of the Local Goveinmeut Board, with a seat in the 
Cabinet When Loid Rosebeiy in 1894 succeeded Mr Gladstone 
as Prime Minister, Mr Fowler became Secretary of State for India 
— a post for which he is considered well adapted

born in 1820 Aftei parsing thiough a course of science, at the 
age of 18 he entered the A'liatic Department of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs In 1841 he was sent to Moldavia uiidei the 
Russian Consul, and dm mg the Hungarian war of 1848 he wah 
present as a diplomatic official In 1850 he was appointed First 
Secretary of Embassy to Constantinople, from which he was trans- 
ferred in 1853 to the Prmcipalities of Wallacbia and Moldavia 
On war breaking out with Turkey, he was attached to the Ministiy 
of Foreign Affairs After filling several offices, in 1863 he was 
made Ambassador Extraordinary at Teheran, where he remained 
SIX years During his stay, he did much to promote friendly 
relations between Russia andPeisia In 1875 he was appointed 
Assistant to Prince Gortsohakoff, Minister of Foieign Affairs, and 
Director of the Asiatic Department, with a seat in the Senate 
There were difficult questions arising between Russia and England 
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in Central Asia M de Giers, irhile securing every advantage m 
bis power of JRnssia, was^ at the same time, desirous of tbeir 
peaceful settlement As the bealtli of Prince GortscbakofE became 
very infirm, M de Giers acted for liim on several important occa> 
sions From tbe conclusion of the Tieaty of Berlin in 1878, M de 
Giers may be said to have bad charge of tbe foreign affairs of 
Knssia In 1882, on the letiromcnt of Prince Gortschakoff, be was 
appointed Minister of Foioign Affairs In 1888 be celebrated tbe 
jubilee of bis entrance into political life, and received a most 
ilattering message from tbe Czar He bas done much to preserve 
pence m Europe 



69 The Right Hon W B Gladstone (L ) 

William Ewabt Gladstone was bom at Liverpool in 1809 
Ee 18 tbe 4tb son of Sir John Gladstone, a Liverpool merchant 
3n both sides he is of Scotch descent, although born m England 
de was educated at Eton and Obnst Church, Oxford, where he 
graduated as a double first class in 1 831 As a member of tbe 
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Oxford TJmon Debatnig Society » he greatly distinguished himself. 
When young he was a strong Conseivative, opposed to all advanced 
measmes of political reform. He entered "Parliament as member 
for Newaik m 1832 shortly after the passing of the Eeform Bill 
As an orator he made a decided impression on the House In 
1839 Macaulay desciibed him as the “using hope” of “the 
stern and unbending Tones ” 

In 1834 Sir Robert Peel appointed Mi. Gladstone a Junioi 
Lord of the Treasury, and, appreciating his gieat abilities, gave him 
next year the post of Undei Secretary for the Colonies In 1847, 
while still accepted as a Conseivative, Mr Gladstone was chosen 
one of the representatives of the University of Oxford In 1852 
he outshone Mr Disraeli in a gieat speech, and was recognised as 
one of the great historic oiators of the British Parliament With 
that speech began the long contest between these two great 
masters of debate which lasted 24 years In 1 852 he came Chancellor 
of the Exchequer undei Loi d Aberdeen His speech on the intro 
duction of the budget excited the greatest admiration He held 
the same office in different ministries, and ill 1868 he became 
Premier foi the Erst time His second administi ation commenced 
in 1880, hiB third in 1886, his fourth and last in 1892 In 1894 
his great age and increasing infirmities, led him to resign His 
Home Rule Bill for Ireland alienated many of his supporters 

Besides being acknowledged as one of the first orators and 
the greatest debater in the House of Commons, Mr Gladstone has 
made several contributions to liteiature, as his Somenc Studies, 
which show his marvellous intellectual activity His favourite 
physical exercise was cutting down trees. 

Freethinkers have tiled to make educated Hindus believe 
that leading men at home have abandoned Ohiistianity In op- 
position to this Ml Gladstone says 

“ Duiing the many years I was in the Cabinet I was brought 
into association with sixty master minds, and I could not have 
named more than perhaps about three or four of whom I had any 
reason to suppose that they were in sympathy with the sceptical 
movement ” 

With regard to Christianity he says 

“ For the last fifteen hundred years Christianity has always 
marched in the van of all human improvement and civilisation, 
and it has harnessed to its car all that is great and glorious in 
humanity ” 

With regard tO hiS own belief he says 

“All I write, and all I think, and all I hope, is based upon the 
Divinity of our Lord, the one central hope of our poor wayward 
race ”

Mr H J Gladstone, Lorn in 1854, is the fonrtli sou of tlie 
Pight Hon W E Gladstone Ho Vas educated at Eton and 
University College, Oxford, ii here he graduated M A , in 1879 
He was first Leoturei on Modem Histoiy at Keblo College, nest 
Private Secrotaiy to his father, ,»1880-81 , Junior Lord of the 
Treasury, 1881-5, Deputy Commissionei , Board of "Works, 1885, 
Financial Secretary, "Wav Office, 1886 , and from 1892 Under Home 
Secretary He has been one of the members for Leeds since 1880 



71 The late Pbince Alexandbb Gobtschakofp 

This eminent statesman belonging to an ancient Enssian family, 
was born in 1798 He entered the diplomatic service, and in 1824 
was attached to the Enssian embassy in London His first 
important diplomatic success was bringing about a marriage between 
the Grand Duchess Olga and the Crown Prince of Wurtemberg 
In 1850 he was sent to Frankfort as minister to the German Confed- 
eration, where he made the acquaintance of Prince Bismarck 
Ambassador at "Vienna, (1854-56), he displayed great ]ndgment 
and ability during the Ciimean "War, and it was chiefly through 
his inflnenoe that Enssia agreed to the treaty of Paris After 
this event Pnnce GortschakofE succeeded Nesseli ode as Minister of 
Foreign Affan s — an office which he held during the reign of Alex- 
ander XI In 1863 he was appointed Chancellor of the Empire, and, 
until the ascendancy of Bismarck, was the most powerful minister in 
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Europe At th.e London Conference m 1 87 1, lie procured a i evision 
of the treaty of Pans, for which service the Bmpeior bestowed 
upon him the dignity of Seieue Highness After the Tarko- Russian 
War, his influence began to. wane In 1880 he resigned office, and 
retired to Germany where he died in 1883

72 The Right Hon Sir John Eldon Gobbt, M P (0 ) 

Sib John Gokst, boiu in 1835, was educated at St. John’s 
College, Cambridge, where he took his degree as third wiangler in 
1857 Prom 1861 to 1863 he was Oml Gommiesionei in New 
Zealand He was calfed to the English bar in 1865, andm 1876 he 
was elected M P foi Chatham Prom 1880 to 1885 he was a 
membei of what was called the “Poprth Paity,” and ably second- 
ed Lord Randolph Churchill in his attacks on the Liberal ministry 
In 1884, however. Lord Salisbury accused him of “ prostrating him-

73. The Right Hon Gboege Joachim Gosohbn, M P (TJ L ) 

Mb Gosohbn, of German-Jewisb descent, is the son of a 
London merchant, and was born m 1831 He was educated at 
Rugby and at Oiiel College, Oxford, where he took a first class in 
classics in 1853 Soon after he became a merchant, but he letired 
from partnership on taking public office In 1863 he was elected 
as Liberal Membei for the City of London In 1865 he was ap- 
pointed Yice-P resident of the Board of Trade, and the following 
year Chancellor of the Duchy of Laucastei, with a seat in the 
Cabinet When Mr Gladstone returned to office in 1868, he be- 
came President of the Pooi Law Board, and in 1871 succeeded 
Mr Childers as First Loid of the Admiialty He went out of office 
with his party in 1874 In 1876 he proceeded to Egypc with a 
French associate to make arrangements about the public debt 
On Mr, Gladstone’s accession to power in 1880, he was appointed 
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Ambassador Extraordinary to Oonstantmople, when, the Greek 
frontier was settled He separated from Mr Gladstone on the 
Home Bale Bill and on the resignation of Lord Bandolph Churchill 
in 1886, he accepted the Chancellorship of the Exchequer under 
Lord Salisbury The chief measure during his term of ofiSce was 
his scheme for the redaction of the interest on the National Debt 


74 The late Eael Gbanyille, K G (GL) 

The Bight Hos Gramvillb George Leveson-Goweb, the 
eldest son of the first earl, was born in 1815 He was educated at 
Eton and Chnst Church, Oxford, where he took his degree in 1834 
He first entered Parhament as Libeial member for Morpeth in 
1836, bis first office was that of Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs in 1840 In 1846 he succeeded to the peerage In 1851 
he entered the Cabinet of Earl Bussell as Foreign Secretary, and 
from that time he formed a pait of every Liberal Ministry In 
1870 he became Secretary for Foreign Affairs under Mr Gla^tone 
An agreement was made with Pnnce Gortschakoft that Afghanistan 
should form an "intermediary Zone” between India and Bussia 
In 1880 be became once more Minister of Foreign Affairs under Mr 
Gladstone The chief event was the occupation of Egypt in conse- 
quence of the military revolt of Arabi Pasha, suppressed in 1882 by 
the victory at Tell-el-Kabir Early in the followmg year the Anglo- 
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French Control o£ Egypt was abolished In Mr Grladstone's third 
administration in 1886^ he became Colonial Secretary For a 
number oE years he nras leader of the Liberal party in the Honse 
of Lords He was also Chancellor of the TJniyersity of London. 
His death took place in 1891 He was noted for his urbanity 
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75 The late General Grant 


Ultsses Simpson Grant, ISth President of the United States, 
was born in Ohio in 1822 He assisted his father on the farm in 
summer, attending the village school dnnng the winter In 1839 
he was appointed to a cadetship m the United States Military 
Academy, and graduated in 1 843 Dnnng the Mexican war he was 
present at the capture of Monterey, and took part in all the battles 
of General Scott’s successful campaign, and in the final capture of 
the city of Mexico After serving at vanons posts, in 1854 he 
resigned his captaincy, and settled on a farm near St Louis 

When the war with the Southern States began in 1861, Grant 
was residing in Illinois He immediately offered his services to 
Government His success was such that he gradually rose to the 
command of all the armies of the United States In 1865 the fall 
of Hiohmond ended the war 

In 1868 he was elected President of the United States 
Among the most important events of his admimstiation was guar- 
anteeing the right of voting without regard to race or colour In 
1872 he was again elected to the Presidency After bis retire-

charged with political offences In 1848 he was elected a membe'r 
of the constituent assembly, m which he proved himself one of the 
ablest speakers He opposed the Grovemment of Lonis Napoleon, 
and confined himself to his profession till his fall in 1870 In 1871, 
M Grevy was elected President of the National Assembly, display-

the Aberdeen ministry, he sent out to India the Educational Despatch 
which may be said to have laid the foundation of the present 
system It provided for the establishment of Indian Universities, 
and dealt with the whole subject very comprehensively It is 
understood that the Despatch was drafted by Lord Northbrook, then 
Sir Charles Wood’s Secietaiy 

In the Palmerston ministry of 1859, Sir Charles Wood be-

lative Councils weie defined In 1865 he met with an accident

Sir F J Halliday, born in 1806, was educated at St. Paul’s 
School and Hailey buiy College. In 1825 he entered the service of 
the East India Company Aftei holding various posts, he rose in 
1853 to be a member of the Supreme Council of India In 1854 he 
was appointed by Lord Dalhousie, Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal.

Geoeqe Eobbrt Gannino, 4th Lord Hairis, is grandson of 
General Hams, who commanded the Madras Aimy in 1798, when 
Sermgapatam was taken and Tippu Sultan killed He was born in 
1851 in Trinidad, during his fathei’s govern oi ship there His 
father afterwards was Governor of Madras from 1854 to 1851 He 
was educated at Eton and Christ Church, Oxford Although well 
known as a skilful cricketei, he did not come into public notice 
as a statesman till 1885 He was Under-Secietary for India during 
Lord Salisbury’s first administration, and Dndei -Secretary for Wai 
during his second term of office In 1890 he was appointed 
Governor of Bombay 


86 Ex-President General !^enjamin Harrison 

Me Benjamin Harrison, 23rd President of the United States, 
and grandson of the 9th President, was born in 1 833 He was 
educated at the Miami Univeisity, in the State of Ohio, where he 
graduated at the age of 18, and distmgnished himself as an 
extempore speaker After studying law at Cincinnati, he removed 
in 1854 to Indianopolis, where he has since resided His first 
official position was that of Crier in the Federal Court of Indianopolis 
In 1860 he was elected Eeporter of the Supreme Court of Indiana, 
but resigned in 1862 to ]om the Union Army lu the Civil War 
He assisted in raising the 70th Indiana Eegiment, of which he was 
made Colonel In 1864 he was placed in command of a brigade, and 
so distinguished himself in several battles, that the rank of 
brigadier-general of volunteers was conferred upon him At the 
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close o£ the war m 1865, he retamed to his duties as Reporter, 
bat he gave it up lu 1808 to become partner in a law firm In 
1880 he was elected Governor of Indiana, and the following year 
he was returned by that State to the United States' Senate. In 
1888 he was elected President of the United States in opposition 
to Mr Cleveland He bore a high character , but he was chosen 
by the Repubhcans chiefly as an advocate of protective duties in 
opposition to free trade Dm mg bis administration, the McKinley 
Tariff was passed, imposing high duties on articles necessary for the 
health and comfort of the people The Sherman Act was also 
passed in the interest of the silver miners, authonsing the monthly 
purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silvei The evils of both 
measures began to be felt in the country, and at the Presidential 
contest in 1892, his rival, Mr Cleveland, was re-elected Mrs 
Harrison died of consumption dnnng his term of office — an event 
which excited general sympathy

The Right Hon Dodlet Peancis Stuaet Rydee, tbiid Bail of 
Harrowby, was born in 1 831 He was educated at Harrowand Christ 
Church, Oxford, where he graduated in 1852 After leaving the 
University, he travelled with the late Bail of Caeinarvon through 
parts of the East, visiting the sites of Nineveh and Babylon In 
1856 be was elected M P for Lichfield, which city he represented 
as Viscount Sandon till 1859 Afterwards he was thrice elected for 
Liverpool As the election in 1874 he had the largest number of 
votes given to any candidate in the United Kingdom He entered 
Parliament as a Liberal, but before long he changed his views, and 
has since been a steady Conservative He took an active part in the 
London School Board, and in 1874 he was appointed Vice-President 
of the Council of Education, an office which he filled toi 4 years 
In 1878 he became President of the Board of Trade He went out 
of office with his colleagues in 1880, and succeeded to the Earldom 
on the death of his father in 1882 He was appointed Lord Privy

short time Foreign Secretary A few days after his resignation, 
he died suddenly in 1887 He was held in high esteem by

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95 G-eneral Nicholas Paulovitch Ignatibpp 

This Krussiaii general and diplomatist was liorn in 1832 
The son of a distinguished soldier, he enteied the Imperial Guard 
when 1 7 years of age During the Crimean Wai he served in the 
Baltic Provinces, and after its conclusion he became Military 
Attach^ in London He wrote a report on England's military posi- 
tion in India which so pleased the Czar that he summoned him to a 
personal interview at Warsaw In 1858 he was sent on a special 
Mission to Khiva and Bokhara Two years later, as Plenipotentiary 
to Pekin, he negotiated a treaty by which the pi evince of Ussun 
wns ceded to Bussia On his return he was made Director of the 
Asiatic Depai tment in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs In 1864 he 
was appointed Ambassador at ConstiintinopTe, where he remained 
till 1878 During that time he endeavoured to secure for Russia 
a powerful influence over the Sultan, while he seemed to take a 
warm interest in the welfare of the Christians in Turkey He 
took a prominent part in the negotiations before and aftei the 
Russo-Turkish War With the Turkish Plenipotentiary, he 
settled the terms of the treaty of San Stefano , but this was revised 
by the Congress at Berlin, at which he was not present On the

Inn in 1869 For a number of years, he was ooimected with the

Sib Henby James was born m 1828, and educated at Chelten- 
ham College He was called to the Bar in the Middle Temple in 
1852, and was made a Queen’s Counsel in 1869 In 1869 be was 
elected member for Taunton, which he represented in the Liber- 
al interest till 1885, when he was returned for Bury In 
September 1873, be was appointed by Mr Gladstone Solicitor-

second adminisfcration in 1866 In 1866 he was raised to the 
Baildom of Kimbeiley From 1868 to 1870 he was Lord Privy 
Seal under Mr Gladstone, and Secretary of State for the Colonies 
till 1874 The town of Kimberley in South Africa is named aftei 
him When Mr Gladstone resumed office in 1880, Lord Kim- 
berley was again Secretary for the Colonies till 1882. The chief 
event of his administration was the Boer War Towaids the end of 
1882 he became Sec^etaiy of State foi India, an office which he 
again filled in the third and fourth administrations of Mi 
Gladstone

Sib H S King, boin in 1852, was educated at Charles House 
School and Balhol College, Oxford, where he took the degree of 
M A in 1880 He is a banker and colonial agent Not long ago, 
he visited India He has been one of the members for Hull since 
1885 He has devoted much attention to the alleged grievances 
of the European Cml Servants in India 
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102 Babon Knbtsfobd (C ) 

The Eight Hon Hbnbt Thbbstan Holiand, eldest son of Sir 
Senty Holland^ the famous physionu, was born in 1825 He was 
idncated at Hanover and Trinity College, Cambridge, graduating 
n 1847 In 1849 he was called to the bar When onh 26 years 
}f age, he was engaged by Government to assist lu drawing up some 
mportant Acts He practised at the bar till 1867, when be became

in the same oflSoe He resigned in 1874 to enter Parliament

103 The late M Louis Eossuth 

Louis Eossuth, the leader of the Hungarian revolution, was 
born in 1802 His family was of noble lank, but his parents weie 
poor After studying law, he practised for a time In 1832 he was 
elected to the National Diet of Pressbuig For offending against 
the press laws, he was sentenced to 4 years’ imprisonment In 
1847 he was again elected to the National Diet, and became the 
leader of the opposition He advocated the emancipation of the 
peasants, the freedom of the pi ess, an independent government in 
Hungary, and constitutional government in Austria In 1849 
he induced the National Assembly to declare Hungary an independ- 
ent State Created Governor of Hungary, he entered Buda- 
Pesth, the capital, but was compelled to retreat on the advance of 
Eussian troops Accompanied by a large number of refugees, he 
sought shelter m Turkish teintory, wheie they weie imprisoned 
till peace was restoied After he was liberated, he spent several 
years in England, where he made several attempts to incite the 
Italians and Hungarians against Austria For the last 25 years 
he resided at Turin, devoting himself to soienlific pursuits His 
90th birth day was celebrated at Turin in 1892, when a deputation 
from Buda-Pesth presented to him the freedom of the city He 
died in 1894 


104 Pbincb Kung 

This distinguished Chinese statesman signed, with LordElgm, 
m 1861, the Treaty of Tientsin, which for about 20 years regulated 
the foreign affairs of China When the Emperor Hsien-fung was 
succeeded m 1861 by his infant son Tungche, the government was 
placed in the hands of Pnnce Kung, his uncle Assisted by the 
late General Gordon, the Tai-ping rebellion was suppressed. 
Nankin was re-taken, the rebel leader committed suicide, and 
peace was restored except in the province of Yunnam The Mu- 
hammadan rebellion there was likewise put down with great 
bloodshed 

Prmce Kung sought to avoid foreign intercourse, bub an 
opposite policy was forced upon him The massacre, in a not, of 
the French Consul at Tientsin and of some Roman Catholic priests.

The murder of Margary, an English officer, in 1875, enabled, Mr 
Wade, the English Consnl, to secure the Chefoo Convention in 1876 
Four additional ports were opened to trade, and regular official in> 
terconrse was established between the two nations The follow* 
ing year a Chinese embassy was sent in London In 1880, m 
consequence of frontier disputes in Kashgar, war with Enssia was 
contemplated, but it was abandoned by the advice of General 
Gordon, and a favourable treaty of peace was negotiated by the 
Marqnis Tseng On his failure to bring about peace with France, 
Pnnoe Ch’un, father of the new emperor, assumed direction of 
affairs, and in 1884 Prince Kung retired into private life 
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105 Mr Henry LiOoncHERE, M P (G L) 

Mb Labouchebb was born in 1831^ and educated at Harrow- 
In 1854 he entered the diplomatic service, through the influence of 
his uncle, the late Lord Taunton He was successively attache 
at Washington, Munich, Stockholm, Fiankfort, St Petersburg, 
Diesden, and Constantinople, where he became Second Secretary 
ID 1863, In 1864 he retired from the service He was elected 
Liberal member for Windsor m 1865, bat he was unseated the 
following year Foi the next two yeais he represented Middlesex 
In 1880 be was retuined at the head of the poll for Northampton, 
which he has since lepresented For several years Mr Charles 
Bradlaugh was his colleague He became part proprietor of the 
London Daily News, when it was started as a penny paper in 1868 
In 1877 he commenced the weekly paper.

The Eight Hon Henry Charles Keith Fitz-Mahbicb, eldest 
son of the 4th Marquis, was born in 1845 He was educated at 
Eton and Balhol College, Oxford, where he was made Hon 
D C L in 1888 He succeeded his father in 1866 Prom 1868 to 
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1872 lie was a Lord of the Treasury, and from 1872 to 1872Undei- 
Seoretary for War When Mr Gladstone took o£5ce again in 1880, 
he was for two months Under-Secretary foi India, but he resigned 
on account of disagreement about Compensatiou for Disturbance 
in Ireland In 1883 he was appointed Governor-General of Canada, 
in succession to the Maiquis of Lome The piincipal events of his 
administration were the suppression of Biel’s rebellion, the com- 
pletion of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and the settlement of the 
North American Fisheries questions In 1888 he succeeded the 
Marquis of Duffenn as Viceroy of India Railways were consider-

Sib Wilpbid Lawson, the nephew of Sir James Graham, was 
boin in 1829, and piivately educated Like his father, he is a 
zealous advocate of the temperance moTement In 1859 he was 
elected M P for Carlisle He lost his seat for that city in conse- 
quence of the mtioduction into the House of Commons of his Bill 
for the Legislative Suppression of the Liquor TiafBc It is some- 
times called the ‘^Permissive Bill” Its mam principle is the 
giving to two-thirds of the inhabitants of any place a veto upon all 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating liquors within their limits 
Though displaced in 1865, in 1868 he was returned at the head 
of the poll In 1880 he succeeded in carrying his “Local Option” 
resolution by a majority of 26, which before had been rejected by 
large majorities In 1881 another motion was carried by a majority 
of 42, and a third motion m 1883 by a majority of 87 It is pio-

Sir Eoper Leihbbidge, bom m 1840, was educated at Exeter 
College, Oxford, where he graduated m double honours, classical 
and mathematical In 1868 he was appointed Professor m the 
Bengal Educational Department In 1877 he was appomted Secre- 
tary to the Simla Educational Conference, and placed on special 
duty to write the articles on the Feudatory States for Sir William

This enunent Canadian statesman was born at Glasgow in 1815, 
and educated at Kingston, Canada He studied law, and was 
called to the bar in 1 836 After holding various offices, he was 
appointed Prime Munster of Canada in 1858 He was Chairman 
of the London Colonial Conference in 1886-87, when most of the 
British Provinces of North America weie united under the title of 
the Dominion of Canada In 1867, when the new Constitution 
came into force, he was called upon to form the first Government, 
and was appointed Minister of Justice and Attorney-General In 
1871 he was nominated one of the Joint High Commissioners to 
settle the Alabama claims, which resulted in the Treaty of 
Washington In 1878 he became Premier and Mimster of the 
Interior During the summer of 1880 he visited England to 
arrange about the construction of the Canadian Pacific Eailway 
He was nominated a member of the Pi ivy Council m 1872, and 
knighted in 1878. The Cniversity of Oxford conferred on him 
the honorary degree of D C L He-died in 1893.

The late Sib Henbt Maine, born m 1822, was educated at 
Pembroke College, Oambndge, where he took a bnlliant degree in 
1842 After acting as a tutor, when only 25 years of age, he 
was elected Begins Professor of Civil Law at Oambndge In 1850 
he was called to the Bar, and four years later he was appointed 
Header of Jurisprudence at the Temple, when he resigned his 
Cambridge Professorship In 1861 he published his great work 
on Ancient Law, and the following year he was appointed Legal 
Member of the Supreme Council of India — an office which he 
held for 7 years On his return to England, be became Professor 
of Tarisprudence at Oxford In 1871 he was knighted and made 
a member of the Council of the Secretary of State for India In 
the same year he published his Village Communities in the East and 
West In 1877 he was appointed Master of Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge Among his other works may be mentioned The Early 
Sistory of Institutions, and Exssertatums on Early Law Custom He 
died in 1888, aged 66 He is considered one of the ablest writers 
in Ancient Law 

His opinion of Caste should be pondered by its defenders In

himself After acting as Commissioner of Mysore, he was appointed 
Besidenfcat the Conrt of the Hizam, considered the highest political

Tab Right Hon Francis Napier, eldest son of the Sfch Baron 
Napier oE Merclnstown, was born in 1819, succeeding bis father in 
1834 In 1840 he was made attache to the embassy at Vienna 
Afterwards he held various diplomatic appointments at Naples, 
St Petersburg, Washington, the Hague and Berlin, In 1886 he was 
appointed Governor of Madras In 1872, on the assassination of 
Lord Mayo, he became aotmg Viceroy of India, and was raised to 
the British peerage as Lord Ettrich After his return to England, 
he took an active part in the management of the London School 
Board He was also Chairman of the Crofter Commission to in- 
quire into the condition of the small farmers in the Highlands of 
Scotland. 


125 General Sir Henrt Wylie Norman, G C B 

Sir Henry Norman, born m 1826, joined the Bengal army 
in 1844 He served throughout the Punjab campaign, and was 
present at the battles of Chilianwallah and Goojarat For six 
years he was employed on the Peshawar frontier, taking part in 
several expeditions He also served throughout the Mutiny, 
including the siege of Delhi, the relief and capture of Lucknow 
He rose to be Military Secretary to the Government of India, and 
for 7 years he was a member of Council, twice acting as its Presi- 
dent durmg the absence of the Viceroy On his retirement, he 
was made a member of the Secretary of State's Council m London.

126 The Earl of Northbrook, KG. (II L ) 

The Right Hon Thomas George Baring, bom in 1826, eldest 
son of the first baron, was educated at Christ Church, Oxford, 
wheie he graduated in 1846 He was successively Private Secretary 
at the Board of Trade, at the Home Office, and the India Office 
While with Sir Ohailes Wood at the last, he is undeistood to have 
drafted the celebrated Indian Educational Despatch of 1854 In 
1857 he was elected M P for Penryn and Palmontb, which he 
represented in the Liberal intei est till 1866, where he became a peer 
on tbe death of his father He was a Loid of the Admiralty, 
1857-8, Under- Secietary foi India, 1859-61, Under- Secretary 
for War, 1861-66 On the accession to power of Mi Gladstone 
in 1868, he was re-appointed Under-Secretary for War. On the 
assassination of Earl Mayo, he succeeded him as Governor- General 
of India, 1872-76 The chief events of his administration were the 
Bengal Famine of 1874, and the visit of the Prince of Wales in 
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1875 In 1876 he resigned on account of his disagreement with 
Mr Disraeli about the policy to be pursued in Afghanistan The 
plans of the lattei weie afterwards earned out, with disastrous 
results, by Lord Lytton Prom 1880 to 1885 he was First Lord of 
the Admiralty In 1884 he was sent as Lord High Commissioner 
to Egypt, to mqnire into its finances In recogmtion of his services, 
he was created Earl of Northbrook Differing from Mr Gladstone 
in his Home Rule policy, he did not join the ministry in 1886 


127 Nttbab Pasha 

This Egyptian statesman, born in 1825, is an Armenian 
of Smyrna by birth He was educated in Switzerland and Prance 
As secretary and interpreter he seived Mehemet Ali, Ibrahim, and 
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Abbas Pasbas, and in 1850 he was sent to London to obtain the 
recognition of the last as Viceioy Undei Said Pasha he promoted 
the railway between Alexandria and Suez Under Ismail Pasha lie 
became Minister of Public Works m 1864, and of Foreign Affairs 
in 1868 At Constantinople and Pans, he conducted the negotia- 
tions regarding the Suez Canal, and, though a Christian, he was 
made a Pasha by the Sultan He also obtained in 1867 the firman 
by which the title of Khedive {Viceroy of the Saltan) was sanc- 
tioned With him originated the institution of courts of 3 ustice, 
composed partly of Europeans, partly of Egyptians Since that 
time he has been repeatedly in high ofBce, and as often dififmissed 



128 Mr William O'Bbibn, M. P (Anti-Painellite) 

Me O’Bbibn was bom in 1852, and educated at Queen’s 
College, Cork At first he devoted himself to journalism, wriling 
for Fteeman^s Journal and United h eland In 1858 he enteied 
paihament as Nationalist member for Mallow, in 1887, be be- 
came one of the members for Cork, which he still represents. In 
Parliament he is a bittei speaker, and he has been “ suspended” 
for a breach of the rules ot the House He has been four times 
imprisoned under tbe Coercion Act for what be regarded as 
curtailments of public hberty During one of his imprisonments 
he wrote a novel, entitled, When we were Bfyye, dealing with Irish 
life In 1890, when summoned to appeal on a political charge, he 
escaped with Mr Dillon to the United States, where he addressed 
many meetings On his return in 1891, he was arrested and 
imprisoned lu Ireland Mr O’ Bnen had been a zealous follower 
of Mr, Parnell , but at. tbe split in 1891, he took part against him.

129 M Ijuilb OlliVi^b 


This Frenoh statesman was born m 1825, and became a 
member of the Pans bar in 1847 After the Eevolntion in 1848, he 
held office for a short time, bnt returned to the bar in 1849 In 
1859 he was elected to the Corps LSgislatif For a tune he was a 
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piominent membei* of the opposition, but he giadually withdiew 
fiom it. In 1869 he was invited by the Emperor to foim a miniB- 
tiy which should enjoy the confidence of the Legislative body. 
This he undertook, and the names of the new ministeis were pub- 
lished, he himselt taking the poitfolio of Justice A few months 
of leform were cut short by the declaration of war with Prussia, 
the consequences of which Olhviei said he accepted “ with a light 
heart On the fall of the ministry m August, he went to Italy, 
but returned to Pans la 1872. In 1874 he took his seat in the 
French Academy Afteiwaids he supported the pretensions of 
Prince Napoleon He has pubhshed numerous works, chiefly legal 


130 The Hon Sic Henby Parkbs, G 0 M. G 

This noted Australian statesman, boin in England lu 1815, is 
the son of a farmei He was apprenticed to a trade in Biiming- 
ham, wheie he maiiied in 1886 Three yeais latei, he emigiated 
to Sydney in Australia About 1848 he commenced a daily papei, 
called The Eiiijitre, which he conducted for 7 years In 1854 he 
was elected member foi Sydney In 1866, as Colonial Secretary, 
he was the minister who passed the Public Schools Act of that 
yeai, and ho was President of the Council of Education from 1867 
to 1870 In 1872 he was entrusted with the formation of a mmis- 
biy, and he held office as Premier until 1875 In 1874 he received 
the Gold Medal of the Oobden Club for his services in the cause of 
free trade lu 1877 he became Pxemier a second time, and he was 
made a Knight Commander of the Order of St Michadl and St 
George The following year he received the Grand Cross of the 
same order In 1878 he became Premier for the third time. 
Under medical advice, he went, in 1881, on a short visit to America 
and England, where he was pnbbcly entertained. On his leturn 
to Sydney, he was received with enthusiasm In 1887 he formed 
his fourth ministry He also visited England as representative of 
New South Wales at the Colonial Conference which met in London 
He presided at the great Conference, held at Sydney in 189L to con- 
sider the question of Australian Federation He has written his 
autobiography, F^ifty Yeats of the Making of Australian History. 


131 The late Mb Chablbb Stewart Pabnell, M.P 

The late Me Pabnell was born in Ireland in 1846 His 
fathei was descended from an old English family, his mothei 
was an Ameiican, the daughter of Admiral Stewart. After his. 
education at Magdalen College, Cambridge, he went on a long torn 
through the United States On his retain he was made High 
Shenfl; of the county Wicklow lu 1875 he was elected M P foi 
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the county of Meath In Parliament he commenced what was 
called the poboy of “ obstruction,” hindering by every means m 
his power the passing of bills to which he objected In 1878 he was 
elected President of ^e Insb organisation in England, known as the 
Home Role Confederation The following year he was chosen 
President of the Irish National Land League Its objects were to 
bring about a reduction of rents, and to facilitate the purchase of 
land by the occupiers He then sailed for America to raise funds 
In 1880 he took an active partm organising the Land League As 
many crimes were committed m connection with the movement, 
Goveinment brought in a Coercion Bill and an Army Bill For 7 
weeks Mr Parnell and his colleagues opposed their passing, and 
once he and 84 of his followers were removed by the Sergeant-at- 
Arms for cansmg obstruction in the House The system, called 
boycotting from Captain Boycott, one of its victims, was adopted, 
somewhat like caste ostracism m India People were forbidden to 
sell to or buy from any one who became an object of displeasure 
Mr Parnell was arrested and lodged in ICilmainham Gaol, while 
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the Land League was declared to be illegal Upon this be and his 
associates issued a manifesto, urging tbe people not to pay rent 
After a few months he was released In 1883 the sum of £35,000 
was presented to him as a testimonial The Land League was 
revived under the name of the bTational League When the new 
Parliament assembled in 1886, Mr Parnell had 85 Irish members 
obedient to his will, and could turn the scale between Liberals 
and Conservatives in the House of Commons This led Mi 
Gladstone to propose Home Rule for Ireland, but he was defeated 
A commission was appointed to inquire into the charges contained 
in a pamphlet published at The Tvtaes Office, entitled ^‘’Parnellism 
and Crime ” He was charged with conspiracy, and an attempt to 
separate Ireland fiom England The trial lasted 128 days One 
of the most damaging letteis was proved to be a forgery, and its 
author committed suicide Mr Parnell brought an action for 
libel against The Times, and was awarded £5,000 in damages The 
" uncrowned King of Ireland ” was dethroned in 1 890 He was 
convicted of having committed adultery with the wife of his fiiend 
Captain O’Shea The majority of his followers then refused to 
acknowledge him as their leader, and became known as Anti- 
Parnellites He died the following yeai 


132 The latb Sib Babnes Peacock. 

SfR Babnes Peacock, bom m 1810, the son of a London 
solicitor, entered the Innei Temple at the age of 18 Admitted as 
a barrister in 1836, he was first brought prominently before the 
public by the Daniel O’ Connell case in 1843 Though nearly 
junior counsel, an objection which he raised led the proceedings to 
be quashed, and the prisoners set at liberty In 1852 be was 
appointed Legal Member of the Council of India His name may 
be coupled with those of Macaulay, Sn Henry Maine, and otheis 
among the anthers of the Indian Codes, those remarkable sum- 
maries of law On the retirement of Sir James Colvile in 1859, 
Mr Peacock succeeded him, was made President of the Legislative 
Council of India, and was knighted In 1862, when the Indian 
judicial institutions were remodelled, be became Chief Justice of 
the High Court of Judicature lu Bengal In 1870 Sir Barnes 
returned to England, and m 1872 was appointed a member of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council He held the office till 
his death in 1890 He was the last acting paid member

133 Sib J W Pbasb, Bart (G- L ) 

SiB Joseph Whitwbll PbasBj born in 1828, is the son of the 
late Joseph Pease, a coal and ironstone mine owner in the north 
of England Ho was privately educated In 1865 he- was elected 
member for South Dm ham which he represented for 20 years 
Since 1885 he has been membei for Barnard Castle In 1882 he 
was created a baronet He is a member of the Society of Priends, 
one of whose leading features is their opposition to war Sir 
Joseph IS President of the Peace Society He has also taken a 
very warm interest in the suppression of the opium trade between 
India and China, and he is President of the Anti-Opium Society 


184 The Right Hon Arthoe Wellesley Peel, M P (U L ) 

Mb Peel, Speaker (1893) of the House of Commons, was bom 
in 1829, and is the youngest son of the Prime Minister, Sir 
Robert Peel He was educated at Eton and Balliol College, 
Oxford In 1865 he was elected member for Warwick in the 
Liberal interest, which he represented till 1885, when he was 
returned for Warwick and Leamington After holding several 
appointments, in 1884 he was elected Speaker of the House of 
Commons, and as he has filled the office with dignity and impar- 
tiality, he has been repeatedly re-elected 


135 Lieut -General Sie Lewis Pellt (C) 

Sir Lewis Pellt, born in 1825, is one of the "soldier politi- 
cals,” some of whom have greatly di'-tingnished themselves He 
entered the Indian army, but from his knowledge of the native 
languages and character, he was often employed on special mis- 
sions He was Persian Interpreter to General John Jacob and 
Political Secretary to Sir James Outram during the Persian expedi- 
tion of 1857 In 1859 he was Secretary of Legation at the 
Court of Persia , in I860 61 he served on a special mission through 
Persia, Heiat, Afghanistan, and Beluohistan In 1862 he was 
Political Resident in the Peisiau Gulf in 1865 he was employed 
on a special mission to the capit/al of the Wahabis of Central Arabia 
Afterwaids he negotiated a treaty with the Sultan of Muscat 
for anti-slavery and telegraphic purposes In 1872-73 he was 
associated with Sir Bartle Prere on an anti-slavery mission to the 
East Coast of Afiica and Arabia In 1878 he was appointed 
Agent to the Governor-General in. Rajaputana, in 1874 he was

sent to Baroda as Special Commisaioner to arrest tlie Gaikwar and 
take charge of the State Lastly, he was Envoy Extraordinary for 
Afghan Affairs In 1885 he was elected Conservative member for 
North Hackney, London, and re-elected in 1886 Few ofBcers 
have had such a varied and diatingmshed career 


136 The iate Sib Aethur Phavrb, K 0 S. I 

SiB Abthue Phatee became an ensign in the Bengal Army in 
1828, and aftei an honourable service of 40 yeais, he rose to be 
Major-General. But from the first he was mainly a political officer 
— one of the soldiei -politicals, like Malcolm and Munro "When, 
Lower Burma was taken in 1852-53, Captain Phayre was looked 
upon as the man best fitted to administer tbe conquered territory, 
and in January 1853, as Commissioner, be ai rived at Eangoon with 
the Governor-General’s proclamation annexing Pegu to the British 
dominions A year or two afterwards Major Phayre, as interpreter, 
told the Burmese envoys in Calcutta, who had come to seek 
restitution of the captured piovinces, that "as long as the sun 
shines in the heavens, the Balish flag shall wave over these 
possessions ” Tn 1862 Sir Arthur was appointed the first Chief 
Commissioner of British Burma Tn 1867 be retired In 1874 he 
was appointed Governor of Mauritins, a post which he held for 4 
years His death took place in 1885 Sir J W Kaye says of him 
that he is " entitled to a place in the veiy foremost rank of those 
Indian administrators who have striven to make our rule a blessing 
to the people of India, and have not failed in the attempt.”

Babqn PiiAYPAiB, long knowu as Sir Lyon Playfair, 'was born at 
Meerofe m 1819, and educated at St Andrews University, Scot> 
land At a very early age he took a special interest in chemistry 
After several years of study, ke was pub in charge of some large 
oalico'prmt works In 1843 he removed to Manchester, and was 
appointed Professor of Chemistry in the Royal Institation Prom 
1856 to 1869, he was Professor of Chemistry in the Edinburgh 
University He served on numerous Royal Commissions, and 
took a leading part m the great Exhibitions of 1851 and 1862 
His political life began in 1868, when be was returned m the 
Liberal interest by the U Diversities of Edinburgh and St Andrews 
He became Postmastei -General 1873*74, and Depuly Speaker for 
1880 to 188S, when he wus knighted in 1886 he was appointed 
Vice-President of the Committee of Council on Education , and m 
1892 be was created Barou Playfair He has distinguished himself 
by his speeches on education and sanitary questions, and has 
published nnmerons papers on scientific subjects.

18 Chau man of the Bntish South Afnoa Company, and when the

The Right Hon Chardfs Henry Gordon-Lennox, 6tb Duke, 
was bom in 1818, and educated at Westminbter School and 
Christ Church, Oxford, where lie giadnated in 1839 He first 
entered tbe army and became aide-d^e-oaoip to the Duke of Wei- 
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ho^ton and Viscount Hardmge In 1841 he Tvas elected Conser- 
vative member for West Sussex Under Lord Derby in 1859, bo 
became President of the Poor Law Board The following year he 
succeeded his father as Duke of Bichmond, to which dukedom was 
added in 1876 that of Gordon He was President of the Board of 
Trade during 1867-1868 On the death of Lord Derby, the Duke 
became Conservative leader in the House of Lord till Mr Disraeli 
was elevated to the Peerage in 1876 In the Disraeli ministry 
of 1874, he became Lord President of the Council Duiing his 
tenure of that office he introduced the Agricultural Holdings Bill 
to faciliate the }inrchaee of small pieces of land On the death of 
Lord Beaconsfield in 1881, he agreed that Lord Salisbury should 
become leader m the House of Lords, and served under him, 6rst 
as President of the Board of Trade and then as Secretary for 
Scotland 



144 The Maeqeis of Eipon, KG,GCSI (GL) 

The Rioht Hoh Geobge Pbbdeeick Samuel Robinsoh, bom in 
1827, IS the only son of the first Earl of Eipon In 1859 he 
succeeded both to his father’s titles and those of his uncle Earl de 
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Grey He first entered tVie public service as attacbe to a specml 
mission to Brussels in 1849 Under Ins courtesy title of Viscount 
Goderich, he was in 1852 elected member for Hull in the Liberal 
interest In 1859, tbe year in wbicb be entered the House of Lords,, 
he became Under-Secretary for War, and in 1861 be ■was made 
Under-Secretary for India Having sbown great efficiency in tbe 
Bubordmate position, in 1863 be was appointed Secretary for War, 
with a seat in the Cabinet He beld tbis office for 3 years, and when 
Sir Cbailes Wood!, afterwards Viscount Habfax, withdrew from 
the ministry, be beoaine Secretary of State for India On Mr 
Gladstone’s accession to office in 1868, he was appointed Loid 
President of tbe Council In 1871 be was Chairman of the Com- 
mission which arranged the Treaty of Washington For his 
services in that capacity he was created Marquis of Bipon In 
1874 he became a Roman Catholic On the return of Mr Glad- 
stone to power in 1880, he was appointed Viceioy of India The 
chief event of bis administration was the Hbert Bill of 1883, which 
greatly irritated Anglo-Indians as they considered that it deprived 
them of rights which they had en 3 oyed for centuries. On the 
other hand, he was exceedingly popular with Indians When he 
left Bombay, there was a grand demonstration In Mr Gladstone’s 
short Home Rule administratiob in J 886, he was First Lord of the 
Admiralty When Mr Gladstone lesumed office in 1892, he 
became Secretary of State for the Colonies, 


145 Qenbeai. Loed Robeets,. G C B , V C 

Geheeal Feedeeice Sleigh Robeets is a soldier rather than, 
a statesman , but as he had a considerable influence latterly in the 
administration of India, his career may be briefl!y noticed 

General Roberts, born in 1832, was educated at Hton, 
Sandhurst, and Addiscombe In 1851 be ]oined the Bengal artillery 
as second lieutenant, and gradually rose to be Lieutenant-Generat 
in 1883 He served throughout the mutiny, taking part in the 
siege of Delhi and the relief of Lucknow, and gained the Victona 
Cross foi rescuing- a standard During the Abyssinian Expedition,, 
he superintended the re-embarkation of the army At the begin- 
ning of the Afghan war in 1878, he was placed in command of the 
Kurram Field Force, and distinguished himself by his attack on 
the Peiwar Kotal (ridge) When the second Afghan war was 
necessitated by the massacre of the mission at Cabul, General 
Roberts were placed in command of the army of invasion. After 
defeating the Afghans at Charasiah, he re-ocoupied Cabul in 
October, 1879 The following year, when Ayoob Khan threatened 
to attack Candahar, General Roberts marched with 9,000 to its 
relief, defeated Ayoob Khan, and put an end to the war. Fiom 
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1881 to 1'885, lie commaTided tlie troops in tlie Madras Presidency, 
after which he was made Oommander-in-Chief in India It is 
chiefly through him that so mnch has been done by railways and 
otherwise to strength the north-western frontier In 1893 he 
returned to England, and was sncceeded by General White 



146 The Babe of Eosebbbt, KG- (G L ) 

The Bight Hoh Abchibaed Philip Peimbosb, 5th Earl of 
Bosebery, was bom in London in 1847, and edncated at Eton and 
Christ Cfanrch College, Oxford In 1868 he sncceeded his grand- 
father His first speech in Parliament was in 1871, when Mr 
Gladstone chose him to second the address to the crown He was 
Under-Secretary of State in the Home Office from 1881 to 1883, 
when he resigned In 1884 he became First Commissioner of 
Works In Mr Gladstone's administration of 1886 he was ap- 
pointed to the distmguished position of Foreign Secretary Al- 
though he held office only for six months, he won high approval by 
the abihty with which he conducted difficult questions connected 
with the Bnsso-Tnrkish war He was re-appomted to the office on 
Mr Gladstone’s return to power in 1892 
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In 1889 he was elected Chairman of the London County 
Council, over which he presided with great success, hut owing to 
his many public duties he had to resign the following year 

In 1878 he married Hannah, the only child of Baron Mayer de 
Rothschild, the Jewish millionaire She died in 1890 

Loid Rosebery is one of the ablest statesmen of the day , as a 
speaker, he is ready and humorous When Mr Gladstone retired 
from pubhc life in 1894, he chose Lord Rosebery to succeed him as 
Prime Minister 



147 Sir Charles Russell, M. P. (G L ) 

Sir Charles Russell was born in Ireland in 1833, and educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin At first he practised as a sohcitor at 
Belfast, hnb coming to England, he was called to the Bar at 
Lmcoln's Inn in 1859.

Governor of Madias, but he was recalled for 
publicly opposing the levying of certain new taxes Eiom 1862 to 
1865 he was Finance Minister in India fn 1S74 he was made a 
baronet In India, besides his service to the cause of education, 
he was the chief instrument in securing the abolition of transit 
and town duties in England he aided greatly in putting an end to 
the purchase system in the aimy * He died in 1886, aged 79

Sib Geobge TBBVEL7AH,bornin J838, is the only son of the late 
Sir C B Trevelyan^ an Indian Civilian His mother was the sister 
of Lord Macanlay He was educated at Harrow and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he was second in classics In 1865 he 
was elected for Tynemonth in the Liberal interest, and for the 
Border Bnrghs three years later He was appointed a Lord of the 
Admiralty in Mr Gladstone’s ministry in 1868, but resigned m 
1870 on a question connected with the Education bill In 1880 he 
became Parliamentary Secretary to the Admiralty, and held the 
office until hiB appointment, after the murder of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish in 1882, as Chief Secretary for Ireland This trying 
office he filled with courage and zeal till 1884, when he joined the 
Cabinet as Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster In 1885 he be- 
came Secretary for Scotland under Mr Gladstone, but resigned the 
following year on account of his disapproval of the Home Eule 
Bill His opposition on this point was overcome, and in 1892 he 
joined the 4th Gladstone ministry as Secretary for Scotland In 
22 
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1887, he was elected one of the members for Glasgow, which he 
still represents He is author of The Life and Letters of Lord 
Macaulay, The Early Times of Charles James Fox, and of some 
other minor works.

M Ohaeilaos Tbicoupis, son of a Greek diplomatist, was born 
in 1832 Having studied law at Fans, he was called to the bar at 
Athens In 1852 he was appointed attache to the London Lega- 
tion, and in 1863 he was made its head Two years later he con- 
ducted the negotiations with England for the cession of the Ionian 
Islands to Greece, and m 1866 he was appointed Minister of Foreign 
Affairs After having twice acted as President of the Council, he 
again formed a mmistry m 1881, but had speedily to resign as his 
policy was considered by the Greeks too pacific From 1882 to 
1885 he was again Prime Minister His successor, M Delyannis, 
was so bent on war with Turkey, that the other European Powers 
had to send a fleet. On the resigfnation of M Delyannis, M Tn- 
coupis was again called upon to form a ministry M Tnconpis is 
the leading Greek statesman of the time

This Chinese diplomatist# born in 1 886, is the son of Marquis 
Tseng Kwo-fan, who, in his time, took an important part m pnnho 
affairs He early entered the diplomatic service, in which he was 
instructed by his father and cousm Kwo Ta-]en In 1878 he 
succeeded the latter as mimster to the Courts of London, Pans, 
and St Petersburg He was sent to St Petersburg to negotiate the 
return of the province of Kulja which had been occupied by the 
Bussians A treaty was arranged by which Bnssia ceded the northern 
part of the province, receiving in exchange 50 lakhs of roubles, 
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equal to about 25 lakhs o£ Rupees During the Fiench seizuxe o£ 
Tonqmn, he made seveial unsuccessful attempts to effect an 
accommodation In 1885 he signed an important opium convention 
with Lord Salisbury In 1886 he was succeeded by Liu-ta- 3 in. 
He died in 1890, aged 54. 


175. Sib Chaeles Topper, Bart. 

This Canadian statesman was bom in Nova Scotia in 1821. 
He was educated in Bdmburgh as a surgeon, and* was the first 
President of the Canadian Medical Association. Entenng politics, 
he rose in 1864 to be Prime Ministei of his native province, an 
ofl5ce which he held till 1867, when the British North American 
Piovinces weie united — a measure of which he had been a strong 
advocate Prom 1870 to 1872 he was President of the Pnvy 
Council of Canada , next. Minister of Inland Revenue and Ministei 
of Customs He resigned office with Sir John Macdonald in 1873, 
on whose return to power in 1878 he was appointed Minister of 
Pubhc Works, and in 1879 Minister of Railways and Canals He 
took the chief part in advocating the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway After representing Nova Scotia in Parhament 
for 82 years, he was appointed in 1884 High Commissioner for 
Canada in London In 1889 he was nominated one of Hei Ma 3 esty ^8 
plenipotentiaries to Washington on the Fisheries Conference, and he 
carried a Bill through the Canadian Parliament foi the ratification 
of the Treaty In 1 888 he was created a baronet He is LL.D 
of Cambridge, and D C L of Acadia College, Nova Scotia, wheie 
he received his general education.

This French statesman and diplomatist was born in Pans in 
1826. His father was an Englishman who settled in Prance as a 
cotton manufacturer, and afterwards became a French sub 3 ect.

he was appomted Minister of Public Instruction in room of M. Jules 
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Simon, but he held the office only 5 days as M Thiers resigned. 
In 1876 he was elected a Senator, and the same year he was re- 
appointed Minister of Pnblio Instruction During the administra- 
tions which rapidly succeeded one another, he was thnce minister 
of Foreign Affairs In 1883 he was appointed ambassador to 
England, an office which he held for several years He died in

In 1885 
he was Acting Judge of the High Court, Bombay, and the following 
year Acting Chief Seoietary to the Govemment of Bombay. He

His Bicelluncy Beilby Lawley, 3rd Loid Wenlock, bom in
